to beho lde, Come delicate 02 good in taſte, o⸗ 
ther holſome and medicin able, ſome comma 
dious and neceſſary, Semblably in byꝛdes. 
beaſtes, + fyſſhes, ſome be good foꝭ the Cuſtts 
nance of man:ſome beate thinges pꝛotitable 
to ſundʒy vſes : other be apte to occupacion 
and labour: in dyuerſe ts ſtrength and fier⸗ 
cen:s onely ; in many is bothe and 
commoditee : ſome other ſerue (93 pleaſare 2 
none of them hath all theſe qualitees : fewe 
haue the moze parte 03 many,ſpecially beau⸗ 
tee, ſtrength, and pzofite.

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C Nowe to returne to the aſtatc of manne 
kynde, foz whoſe vſe all the ſated creatures 
were oꝛdeined of god, and alſo excelleth the 
all, by pzcrogatiue of knowlage and wpſez 
dome.

Monſter with manye headcs, no2neuer it 
was certaine 02 ſtable , and oftentimes the 
baniſhed, oz ſlewe the beſte eitc3tns, whiche 
by their vertue and wiſedome hadde moſte 
p10fited the publike weale. This maner of 
gouernaunte was called in greke Demo⸗ 
cratia, in latine Populeris potentia, in en⸗ 
gliche, the rule of the tomminaltee. Of theſe 


two gouernauntes none maie be ſufficient, 


oꝛ in the firſt, which coſtſteth of good me, 
ertue is not ſo conſtant in a multitude, but 
that ſome being ones in auctontee, be incen⸗ 
ſed with glone, ſome with ambicion, other 
with couctilc + delite of tre cure 02 po - hrs:

5 And ſo ſucteſſiuelp one kyng goucrned al 
the people of JCſraecll , vnto the time of Wo⸗ 
boaz, ſon of the noble king Salomon. Who 
bepnge vnipke to his father in wiſedome, 
pꝛactiſed tyzannp among his people. Wher 
toe. ix. partes of thetm , whiche they called 
Tribus, fozſoke hym, + ciectcd Þicrotoam, 
late ſeruaunt to Salomon, to be their kyng, 
oncip the, x. parte rcnainyng with Roboaz, 
Ind ſoo in that royalme were continuallye 
two kynges, vntill the kynge of Mede had

not ſo ſone haue bene bzougth in captiuitce. 
¶ Alco in the tyme of the Machabets, as 
longe as they had but one buſſhop , whiche 
was thepz ruler , and was in the ſteede of a 
pzince, thep valiantely reſifted the gentpls : 
and as well the Romaines, than great loz⸗ 
des of the worde, as Perſians, and diuers 
other realmes, deſyzed to haue with theim 
amttee and aliance: and al the inhabitantes 
t that countrepe, liued in greate weale and 
quietnes, But after that by Cytnonpe # am= 
vicion, there hapned to be twa byſhoppes, 
whiche deatded thepz authozitces , and allo 
he ZBomaines hadde deutded the realme of 
udea to foure pꝛinces, called Tetrarchas, 
ind alſo conſtituted a Romapne capitapne 
N pzeſidente ouer them:amonge the heades 
there neuer te ſled to be ledicion, and perpes 
fuail diſcoꝛde:wherbp at the lafte the people 
was deſtroped, and the countrey brought to 
delotacion and hozrible barrennes. 

L The Grckes, whiche were aſſembled to 
euenge the repꝛoche of Menelaus, that he 
oke of the Troians by the raniſhing of Hg 
ene his wife , didde not they by one aſſente 
lecte Fgamemnon to be thepz emperour oz 
apitaine:obeipng him as thepz ſouereigne, 
ur yng the liege of Trois? all thonghe that

ſons as were there, ot diuers realmcs gathe 
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they had diuers excellent pzinces, not onciy 
equali to him, hut allo exteuyng hym, as in 
piowes Achilles, and Alax Thelemontd: in 
wiſedome Neſtoz, and Uliſes, and his own 
bzother, Menelaus: to whom thet moughts 
haue gruen equal auctoutec with Igamem⸗ 
non:but thoſe wile pzinces conſidered, that 
without a generall capitaine , ſo manp pe:: 


red togither, ſhulde be by no meancs wel gos 
uerned. Wherfoze Homere caileth Igamem 
non the epherd of people, Thet rather wer 
contented to be vudcr one mans obediente, 
than ſeuerally to vſe their auctozitees, oꝛ to 
topne in one power and dignitce, whcrbp at 
the laſte ſhoulde haue ſourded diſcencion as 
monge the people, thei beyng ſcparatelp en⸗ 
clined to ward their natur al ſouercigne {02d 
as it appered in the particuler contencion , 
that was bet wene Achilles and Agamen nõ 
foz their cocubines, where Ichilies,rcnoun: 
ſyng the obed it ce, that he with al other pꝛin 
ces had befoze pꝛomiſed, at the battaile firſt 
enterpziſed againſt the Troyans, Foz at 
that tyme no littell murmur, + ſedicion was 
moued in the hoſte of the grckes, whiche not 
withſtandpnge was wonderfully pacified: 
and the armie vnſcatered, by the maieſtee of 
Agamemnon, fopaing to him counſatlours, 
Neſtoz and the wittie Mliſſes. 
¶ But to retourne againe, Ithenes and o⸗ 
ther citees of Grete, whan thei hadde aban⸗ 
doned kynges, and concluded to lyue as it 
a were 
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were in a coming! tee, which a iy they 
called equaſſtee, how tong any of 
them continue in peace? yea what vacacion 
had they from the warres ? 03 what noble 
man had they, whichc auaunced thgHonour 
and weale of their citee, whom they did not 
baniche oz ſlea in pꝛiſon : Surely it ſhall ap⸗ 
pere to them, that will rede Plutarche, oz 
Emilius obus, in the lypues of Miltia⸗ 
des, Limon, Themiſtocies , Ariſtides, and 
dipers other noble and valiant capitaines: G 
whiche is to long here to reherle, n! 
¶ in likewple the Romapns, durpng the 
tymc that they were vnder kynges; whiche 
was by the ſpate ot. xliiii. yeres, were well 
gouerned , noz neuer was among them dif- 
c021d 01 ſedition: But after that by the pcxs 
ſuaſion of 152atus and Colatinus, whoſe 
wife ( Lutcrecia. ) was rauiſhed by the ſonine Lucreea, 
of Tarquine, kpng of Romapns, not oneip 
the ſapde Tarquine and all his poſteritee, 
wer cxtled out of Nome fo; euer, but alſo tt 
was finaily determined among the people, 
that neuer after they woulde haue a kynge 
reigne otter theim. Conſequently the comt- 
naltee mo1e and moe encroched a licence, + 
at the laſte compelled the Senate to luffre 
them to choſe perely among the, gouernours 
of their own aſtate x condicion, whom they 
"called Tribunes:vnder whom they reteiued 
ſuch audatitee and power, that thei finally 
obteined the higheſt —_ in the publike

with his people to his o wne ſhyps, that lay 
at rode, intendyng to haue returned into his 
countrey : but after he had taken to hym his 
harpe ( wheron he had lerned to plat of Chi⸗ 
ron the Centaure, whiche alſo taught hym 
feates of armes, with phiſyke and ſurgery} 
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and playing thereon, had ſongen the geſtes 
and aces marciall of the anctent —— of 
Grete, as Hercules, Perſeus, Perithous, 
Theſcus, and his coſpn Jaſon, x4 of dtners 
other of ſemblable value and pꝛoweſſe: he 
was therwith aſſuaged of his fury, and res 
duced into his f̃pꝛſt aſtate of reſon:in ſuchs 
wyſe. that in redowbyng his rage, and that

an exceiicnt tapitain, ſo inuented and oꝛdꝛed 
his warke, named Pedia Cpꝛi, whiche mate 
be inter pꝛeted the childhode oz diſcipline of 
Cpꝛus, that he leaueth to the re ders therok, 
an incompar able ſweteneſſe and example of 


lpupng, ſpetiallp fo: the conducting and wei 


ozderyng of hoſtes oz armies , Ind therfoze 
the noble Scipion, who was ca led Iffricas 
nus, as well in peace as in warte, was neuer 
lene without this hoke of Fenophon, 

With hm matc be ioyned Quintus Cur⸗ 
tins, who wuteth the ipfe of kpng Jlexan⸗ 
der. elegantly and ſwetely, In whom mape 
be kounden the figure ok an excellent pꝛinte, 
as he that incõparably ercelled al other kin⸗ 
ges and emperours in wiſedom, har dimeſſe, 
ſtrength, policp, agilitee, valpant courage, 
nobilitee, libheralitee, and curtcſp. Wherein 
he was a ſpectakle 02 marke fo: all pꝛintis 
to loake on. Contt ary 9 whan he was

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ones vanquiſched with voluptee and pzſde , 
his tp2anp and beaſt ip crueltee abhozreth all 
readers. Che compariſon of the vertues of 
theſe two noble pꝛint s, equally deſcribed bp 
two excellent w;tt:rs, well expzeſſed, Mall 
pꝛouoke a gentplle courage, to contende to 
kolo we their vertues. 
¶ Julius Leſar and Haluſt, foz their com⸗ 
pendtous wzptyng, to the vnderſtandpnge 
wherof, is required an exact and perfect iu⸗ 
gement, + a ſo toꝛ the crquiſite ozder of bat⸗ 
tap!:, and continupng of the hyſtozp, with⸗ 
out any varietee, wherby the p:yne of ſtudy 
Mulde be alleutate, thep two wolde be reſer⸗ 
ued, vntyll he that ſhall rede theym, (all ſee 
Come experience in lemblable matters. And 
than ſh all he fynd in theim ſuch plelure and 
commo ditee, as ther with a noble an d gentil 
herte ought to be ſatiſfied, Foꝛ in them both 
it Hall ſeme to a man, that he is pꝛeſent, and 
hereth the counſels and exhoztacions of ca- 
pitaines, whiche be called Conciones, and 
that he ſeeth the oꝛder of hoſtes , whan they 
be embattapled, the fierſe aſſaultes and en⸗ 
countrynges of bothe armies, the furious 
rage of that monſtcr called warre. Ind he 
Wall wene that he hear. th the terrible dintes 
ot ſundzy weapons, and o;dinance of bats 
tayle,thc conducte and policies of wple and 
expert capitaynes , ſpccially in the commen- 
taries of Julius Ceſar, whiche he made of 
his exploiture in rance and ng

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othcr countreps nowe reckened among the 
pꝛouinces of Germany Which boke is is 
diouſip to be redde of the pzincis of this res 
alme of Englande, and therr cotnſe.lours, 
conſydetyng that thereof mate be taken ne⸗

C Scmblable vtilitec halbe founden in the .

the IRomaynes had with Inniball , and the 
Larthaginenſes, 
¶ Alco there be diuers 0zacſons, as well in 
all the bokes of the ſapd auctours, as in the 
bytozy of Loznelius Tacitus, which be ve: Tomnclins 
ry delectable, and fo; counlaples very expe⸗ Tacitus, 
dient to be had in meins zie. 
Ind in good faith J haue often thought; 
that the coſultactons and oꝛacions witten 2 
by Tacitus, do impoꝛt a mateſtee, with a cbs 1 
pendious cloquence therin conteined. > 
C In the lernyng of theſe autours, a yong 
gentyli man, ſhall be taught to note + marke, 
not onelp the oꝛder and elegancp, in declaras

Durelp if a noble man do thus ſeriouſely 
and diligentip rede hiſtoztes, J oare alirme, 
there is no ſtudy oz ſcience tozhym of cquall 
comoditee and pleaſure, haupng regarde to 
euetp tyme and age. 

By the tyme that the childe dothe come to 


Moꝛalphi xvii. peres of age, to the intent his courage 


be bzydled with reaſon, it were ncedefull to 
rede vnto hym ſome warkes of philoſophy, 
ſpecially that parte that maſe enfozme hym 
vnto vertuous maners, whiche part of pht- 
loſophy is called mozalle. Wheretoze there 
wolde be redde to hym foz an introduction, 
two the firſt bokes of the warke of Ariſto⸗

of ſpcakpng that philoſophers vſcd, Lozde 
god, what incomparable Cwerenclſe of woꝛ⸗ 
des and matt. ſhall he fynd in the ſard war 
kes of Plato and Cicero, wherin is iopned 
grauttee with telectacion, excellent wiſedom 
with diuine eloquence, abſolute vertue with 
pleaſure incredible, and cuery place is ſo in⸗ 
farced with pzofitable cofiſaile, fopned with 
honeſtee, that thoſe the bokcs be olmoſt ſnfs 
fictent to make a perfecte and excellente go⸗ 
uernour.

Ind 
the reſidue [with the new teſtament) is to be 
rcuerently touched, as a celeſtiall iewelle 03 
relpke, hauyng the chief interpzetcr of thoſe 
bo kes, true and cõſtant faith, and dzedfully 
to ſette handes thereon , rcmembzyng that 
Oza foz puttyng his hand to the holy ſztneg 
that was called Jrcha federis, whu it was

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bought by kynge Dauid from the eitee of 
Gaba, though it were waueryng and in dan 
ger to falle, pet was he ſtryken of god, and 
fell dead immediateip.

Foz 
bc id, as al men may iudge that baue red the wark 
Nitucis of ok Eraſmus , there was neuer boke wilten 
ot in 1tatine,that in ſo littel a wꝛcion conteined 
6 pune, gf ſentente, eloquente, and vertuous exhoz⸗ 
tation a moze compendious abundance, 
¶ Ind here J make an ende ot the lernyng 
and ſtudy, wherby noble men mate atteine 
to bee wooꝛthy to haue auctozitee in a pus 
biyke weale. 
Awape I ſhall exhoꝛte tutours and go⸗ 
uernours of noble chpidzen, that thep ſuffre 
them not, to vſe ingurgitacions of meate oz 
dꝛynke, ne to ſlepe muche, that is to ſ ape, as 
bone, viii. houres at the moſt, Foz vndou⸗ 
tedly, bo the replecion and ſuperfluous [iepe 
be capital enemies to ſtudy, as thep be ſem⸗ 
blabiy to helth of body and ſoule. 
¶ Julus Gellius ſaythe, that chyldzen, pf 
bhel vile to eate and ſlepe ouermoch, be _

ok ſlo wnes is taken, and the childzens per⸗ 
ſonages do ware vncomlp, and gro we leſſe 
in ſtature. Galene wyll not permit te, that 
pure wyne, without alape of water ſhoul de 
in any wylc be gyuen to childzen, foz as mis 
che as it humecteth the bodye , oz mak: th it 
moiſter and hotter, than is conuenient: allo 
it fylleth the head with fume, in thetm ſpes 
cially, whiche be lyke, as childzen of hotte 
and mopſte temperature.

¶ Why gentyimen in this pꝛeſent tyme bee 
not cquall in doctrine to the aunci⸗ 
ent noble men.

Owe wyll J ſomewhat de- 
clare of the chicfe cauſes, 
why in our tyme noble men 
be not as excelift in lernyng. 
as thet were in olde tyme as 
the Komaynes and 
— SGreues Durely as 4 baue 
diligẽtiy marked in daily experiẽte, the pʒin⸗ 
tipall cauſes be theſe: The pꝛyde, atzartce, 
and negligence of parentes, and the lacke oz 
fewneſſe of ſufficient maiſters oz teachers. 
C Zs J caid, Mude is the firſt cauſe of this 
tuconueniẽte Fo of thole perſons be ſome, 
whiche without ſhame dare affirme, that to 
a great gentylman, it is a "Ty 2 
un. 
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to be wel lerned, + to be called a great clerke, 
which name thei actoũt to be of ſo baſe eſti⸗ 
maciñ, that thep neuer haue it in their mou⸗ 
thes , but whan thei ſpeke anp thing in dert⸗ 
ſion. WMhiche perchance thei wo d not do, tif 
thei had ones leiſer to rede our own croujcie 
of England, where thet ſhal fpnd, that king

And whether that name be to his honour,oz 
to his repzoche, lette theim iudge, that doo 
rede, and compare his like with his two bze⸗ 
therne, William, called Bouſe, and os 
bert le courtople, thei both not hauyng ſem⸗ 
blable learnyng with the ſayd: Henry, the 
one fo: his diſſolute lyuyng and tyzanny, trs 
yng hated of all his nobles and people, fi; 
nally was ſodeinly ſlayn by the ſhotte of an 
atto we, as he was huntyng in a fozeſt, whis 
che to make larger, and to gyue bis deere 
moꝛe libertee, did cauſe the houſes of.

diuers noble men apdrnge hym, his noble 
bꝛother Henry beau clerke,mozc by wiſedom 
than power, alſo by tearnyng , addyng pos 
licy to vertue and courage, oftentim:is vans 
quiſhed him, and did put him to flight. Ind 
after ſundzyp victoꝛies, finally toke hym and 
kept hym in pꝛiſon, nauyng nonc other mea⸗ 
nes to kepe his realme in tranquillitee. 
¶ it was foz no rebuke, but t̃oꝛ an excellẽt 
honour, that themperour Intonine was ſur 
named philoſopher, foz by his moſte noble

C Who euer diſcommended Julius Leſar 
foz that he was a noble ozatour, and next to 
Tully, in the eloquence of the latin tongue, 
exce'led all other: 
¶ Who cuer repzoned the Emperour Ba⸗ 
duan, fot that he was ſo cxquiſitcly lerned, 
not oncly in greke and ſatine, but alſo in all 
leienccs liber all, that openiy at * 
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the vnſucrſal aſſembly of the greateſt clerks 
of the woilde, he by alonge tpme diſputed 
with philoſophers and Rhetoziciens , whi⸗ 
che were eſtemed moſte excelient , and by the 
iugement of them that were pꝛeſent, hadde 
the palme oz reward ot vietb zy » Ind pet by 
the gouernance of that noble cmperour, not 
onely the publike we ale flouriſhed, hut aiſo 
dyuers rebellions were ſuppꝛeſſed, and the 
maieſtee of the empire hagely increaſed, 
Was it any repzoche to the noble Gers 
manicus (who by the aſſignement of Jugus 
ſtus ſhoulde haue ſucceded Tiberius in the 
empyꝛe, pk traitoꝛous enup had not in his 
klouriſchynge 'pouthe berefre hym his lyfe) 
that he was cquall to the moſte noble poetes 
of his tyme, and to the increaſe of his ho⸗ 
nour and moſte wozthy commendation, his 
image was ſet vp at Rome in the habit that 
poetes at thoſe dates vſed? 

C[ Finally, ho we muche excellent learnyng 
tommendeth and not diſp2zaypſeth nobilitee, 
it ſhall playnly appere vnto theym that doo 
read? the lyues of Jlexander, called Deues 
rus, Tacitus, 41obus, Jurelius, Con⸗ 
ſtantine, Thcodoſius , and Charles the 
greate, ſurnamed Charlemapne, all bepnge 
emperours: and dooe compare them with 
other, whiche lacked oz had not ſo muche 
pf doctrine, 

Ceedy they be karre from good reaſon in 
wyne opinion, whiche coueite to haue rb 
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thyldꝛen, goodly in ſtature, delpuer, wel (yn; 
gyng: wherin trecs, bea{tes, fyſhcs, and bir; 
des, be not oncly with theim cquall, but alſo 
farre doo extede thepm. And cunnpng, wher⸗ 
by onelp man cxcellet all other creatures in 
earthe,they reiette and accompte vn wo, thy 
to be in their childzen . Wbat vnkpnde ap⸗ 
petite were it, to del pze to bec father rather 
ok a piece ot fleſhe, that can onelp meue and 
fecle, than of a chylde, that could haue the 
perfect ſourme of a man: what lo perfectly 
expꝛeſſeih a man as doctrincy 
¶ Diogenes the philoſopher, ſeepnge one 
without learnyng, ſptte on a tone, ſapdeto 
theim that were with hym : Beholde where 
one ſtone ſptteth on an other. Whiche wop 
des well conſydered and tried, ſhall apperc, 
to conte ine in theim wonderfull matter, to;

' (whrche is the ſcience, wherby is taughte an 
artitictali fourme of ſpckyng, wherin is the 
power to perſwade,moue, and delpte, oz by 
that ſcience only do ſpeake oz witte without 
any adminiſiracion of other ſciences) ought 
fo be named rhetoziciens ,declamatours, ars 
tificiall ſpeakers ( named in Erchke Logode- 
d ai) oz any other name than ozatours, 

emblabiye thep that make verſes , ex⸗ 
pieſſyng therby none other learnynge, but 
the crafte of verſifiynge, be not of auncient 
writers named poetes, but onely called vers 
ſifyers. Fo the name of a Poete( whereat 
now;Cpecial!y in this realme, men haue ſuche 
indignacion, that thei vle onely poetce and 
poetry in the contempt of eloquence was in 
auncient time in highe eſtſmacio:in ſo much 
that al wiſedom was ſuppoſed to be therin 


included. Ind poctry was the fpzſt * 
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phy that cuer was knowen, wherby men 
from their childhoode were bzonught to the 
reaſon,how to liue wel, letnyng therby not 
oniy man rs and natural affections, but al- 
ſo the wonderful warkes of nature,mirting 
ſerious matter with thynges that were ples 
ſaunt: as it ſhall be manifeſte to them that 
ſhall be ſo foztunate to rede the noble war⸗ 
kes of Plato and Friltotle ; wherin pe ſhall 
fynde the auctozitee of poetes frequentely 
alleged: pe and that moe is, Jn poctis was 
ſuppoſed to be ſcifce miſticall, and inſpired, 
and therfoze in latine thei wete called Va- 
tes, whiche wooꝛde ſignifieth as muche as 
pzoph:tcs. Ind therfoze Tullie in his Tuz 
iculane queſtios ſuppoſeth, that a poete can 
not abydantly expꝛeſſe verſes ſufficient and 
complete, oz that his eloquence map tlowe 
without labour, wozdes well ſounyng and 
piftuouſlly, without c:leſtial inftinctio, wht- 
che is allo bp Plato ratified,

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¶ Jcoulde recite a great numbze of ſemblia⸗ 
bie good ſentences, out ot theſe and other 
wanton poetes, whiche in tattuc do expzeſſe 
theym incomparablp , with moze grate and 
delectacion to the reder , than our englyſ 
tong mate pet tompiehende. Wherfo 
good and wiſe matter, may be picked out of 
theſe poetes: it were no reaſon foꝛ ſometit⸗ 
tei matter, that is in their verſes, to abadon 
therfo:e all their warkes, no moe than it 
were to foꝛbeare 02 pꝛohibit a man to tome 
into a faire gardeine,, leaſt the redolent ſa⸗ 
uours of ſwete herbs and flourcs ſhal meue 
hym to wanton courage, 02 leſte in gadzyng 
good and holſome hcrbes, he may happen to 
be ſtung with a nettie. No wile man entreth 
into a gardeine, but he ſoone eſpieth good 
herbes krom nettils, and treadeth the nettils 
vnder his fete, whites he gadzeth good her⸗ 
bes:whcrbp he taketh no damage, Oꝛ pt᷑ he 
be ſtungen, he maketh light of it, and ſhoꝛtly 
fo:gctteth it. Demblably if he do rede wan⸗ 
ton matter, myxte with wiledome, he puts 
teth the woꝛſt vnder fate, + loztethe out the 
beſt, oz if his courage be ſtered oz pꝛouoked, 
he remembzeth the lit teil pleaſure and great 
detriment that ſhulde enſue of it: and with⸗ 
dzawpng his mynde to ſome other ſtudp oz 
exerctle, oztly fo:getteth it. 
¶ ad therfoze among the iewes, though it 
were pꝛohibite to childzen , vntyll thet came 
to ripe peres , to rede the bokes of Geneſis, 
of the tuges , Cantica Canticorum , and ſowe

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parte ok the boke of Ezechiel the ptophete, 
Foz that in them was tonteined ſome mats 
ter, which mought happẽ to incenſe the yoge 
mpnde, were ſparkes of carnall cons 
cupilcence, pet after cettapne yeres of mens 
ages, it was leful foz euerp man to rede and 
diligently ſtudy thoſe warkes. Wo although 
Jappꝛoue not the leſſon of wanton poetes 


to be taught vnto all childzen : yet thynke J 
conuentent 


and neceſſarye, that whan the 
nde is become conſkaunt, and courage is 
d, oz that childzen of their natural 
diſpolicion be ſhamt᷑aſt and continent, none 
auncicut poete wol de be excluded from the 
leſſon of ſuche one, as deſpzeth to come to 
the perfection of wiſedome. 
¶ But tn dekendyng of oꝛatours and poes 
tes. J had glmoſte fozgotten where J was, 
YHerllp there maye no man bee an excellente 
poete,no2 ozato:, vnleſſe he haue part of all 
other doctrine, ſpecially of noble philoſophy, 
And to ſay the rrouth,no me can appꝛehend 
the verp delectacion', that is in the leſſon of 
noble poetes, vnleſſe he haue red very much, 
and in diuers autours of diuers lernynges. 
Wherfoze, as J late ſapde, to the augmen⸗ 
tacion of vnderſtanding, called in latine 
Intelle4us & mens , is retuired to be muche 
redynge and vigilante ye in euerye ci⸗ 
once, ſpectallye of that parte of philoſophye 
ber nd ply dere Aſo 
po gouernaunce. Alſo no 
nnen 
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greke oz latine befozc,xit. C. yeres paſſed, is 
not foz any cauſe to be omitted. Foz therin 
Jam of Nutntilianus opinyon, that there 
is fewe oz none ancient warke, that peldeth 
not ſome fruite 0z tcommoditie to the diligẽt 
reders, And it is a very groſſe oz obſtinate 
wytte, that by readyng muche, is not ſom⸗ 
what amended, 
¶ Loncerning the electis of other autho:s 
to be red, J haue as (Jtruſt ) declared ſuffi⸗ 
clently mp conceit and opinion, in the. x. and 
xi. chapiters. 
¶ Finallp, lyke as a delicate tree, that co⸗ 
meth of a kernel, which as lone as it barges 
neth out leaues, it it bee plucked vp, oz it 
be fufficientlp rooted, and laide in a comer, 
becometh dzpe oz rotten, and no fruite com⸗ 
meth of it: it it be remoued and fette in an 
other apze — » whiche is of contrarp 
qualities where it was befoze, it either ſem⸗ 
blably dyeth,oz beareth no fruite,oz eiles the 
kruite that cometh of it, leeſeth his verdure 
and taſk, and finally his eſtimation. Mo the 
ure and excellent learnyng , wherof J haus 
oken, though it be ſowen in a childe neuer 
lo tymely, and ſpzyngeth and thnes 
nee (0 pleaſauntly , ye befoze it take a deepe 
roote in the minde of the chylde, it be lated 
aſyde. either by to muche ſolace, oz continus 
all attendaunce in ſeruite, ox elles is tranſig 
ted to an nother ſtudy, — ot a mo 
grole oz ywapleſaut — ie * 
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oz elegãt, being bzought to the moſt difficult 
and graue lerning, which hath nothing ille⸗ 
tebꝛouſe oꝛ delicate to tickle their teder wit⸗ 
tes, and allure them to ſtudy, onles it be lu⸗ 
tre ( whiche a genti! wit littcl eſtemeth) the 
moe part vanquiſhed with tcdiouſnes, eps 
ther do abãdon the lawes, and vnwares to 
their rendes, do gyue them to gamyng, and 
other (as Imought ſap) ydell buſines, nom 
called paſtymes, oz els if thei be in any wiſe 
therto conſtrained, thei appꝛehending a pete 
therof, as if thei beyng long in a darke dun⸗ 
gion, onely did ſe by tue lyghte ot᷑ a candell: 
Thi if atter. xx. oz. xxx. yeres udp, thei haps 
pen to come among wile men, heryng mat- 
ters comened of, cocerning a publike weale 
oz outward affaires bet wene pꝛicis, thei no 
leſſe be aſtonied, than if thei coming out of 
a darke houſe at noon dates, were (odainilp 
ſeriken in the efes with a bzighe Cline beame.

out of al eſtſmacton: Wherfoze Tully ſaith, 
We chulde ſo endeuour our ſelues, that we 
ſtrine not with the vniuerſ al nature of may 
but that being conſerued, let vs folowe our 
owne pꝛopꝛe natures , foz though there bes 
ſtudies of moe grauitee and impoztance, vu 
ought we to regarde the ſtudies, wherto we 
be, by our owne nature incipned. Ind that 
this ſentence is true, we haue daply experi 
ence in this realme ſpecially , Foz howe mas 
ny men be there, whoſe ſonnes in chyidhode 
are aptip diſpoſed by nature to paynt herum 
0: graue, to embiowder, oz doo other lyk 
thynges, whertn is any arte commendable, 
concernyng inuention, whiche as ſoone as 
they eſppe it, bee therewith difplcaſed , and 
fozthwith byndeth them appzentpſes to tai 
lours, weauers, tonkers , and ſometyme to 
coblars y whiche hath bene the ineſtimable 
lofſe of many good wittes, and hath rauſed 
that in the ſatcd artes engiyſhe men be infe: 
riours to ali other people, and be conſtreigs 
ned, yt we will haue any thynge well pains 
ted, kerued, 02 (mbzowdied, to leane our! 
owne countrep men, and rcfozt vuto trams 
gers : but moge of this bean" 
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next volume. But to reſorte vnto lawpers. 
CJ thinke vertiy, tf childzen wert bz0ughs 
vp, as J hane —— and continualip wer 
reteined i the right ſtudp of very philoſophy 
vntill they paſſed the age of, xxi. peres, and 
than ſet to the lawes of this reaime ( beinge 
ones bzought to a moze certain and compen 
dious ſtudy, and either in englyſſhe, late, 
03 good trench, witten in a moe cleane and 
elegant ſtyle ) vndoutedly they ſhuid become 
men of ſo excellent wiledome, that thzoughs 
out all the wozlde hald be founden in no c 
mune weale moze noble counſailours, our 
lawes not onely compzehendyng moſte ers 
cellent reaſons, but alſo being gathered and 
copact (as Jmought cap) of the pure meale 
oz flowze, ſpfted out of the beſt lawes in all 
other countreys, as ſome what J do intend 
to prone euidentiy in the next volume, wher⸗ 
in Iwill rendze myn office oz ductie, to that 
honourable ſtudy, whereby mp father was 
aduaunted to a Judge, and alſo Im ſeita 
haue atteyned no lyttell commodttee, 
¶ J ſuppoſe, there be diners men will ſay, 
that the ſwetcneſle that is contepned tn elo⸗ 
quence, and the multitude of doctrines ſhud 
vtreriy withdzawe the mpndes of pong men 
from the moze neceſſary ſtudtie of the lawes 
ot this realme. To them will J make a bzefe 
anſwers , but true it ſhall bee, and J truſts 
ſuficient to wile men. In the greate multi⸗ 


tude of ponge men, whiche alway wpil res 
pars 
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payze, and the lawe e brought in⸗ 
to a moe tert ain and perfect language, wil 
alſo increaſe in the tc uerente ſtudy of the 
lawe : vndoubtediy there ſhall neuer lache, 
but ſome by nature inclined, diners by de: 
Cpze of ſundzp doctrines , many foz hope of 
lucre, oꝛ ſome other adnauncement , will ef- 
fectually ſtudy the lawes,ne wil be therfrom 
withdzawen by any other leſſon , whiche is 
moe eloquent. Exaumple we haue, at this 
pꝛeſent tyme, of diuers excellent lerned men 
bothe in the lawes ciuile and alſo in phiſik, 
whiche bepng exactiy ſtudied in all partes 
ofeloquence, bothe in the Greke tong, and 
latine, haue not withſtandpng red and per⸗ 
vſed the greate fardelles and truſſes of the 
moſte barbarous autours ſtuffed with innu 
mer able gloſes : wherby the moſte neceſſary 
doctrines of lawe and phiſike be minced ins 
to fragmentes , and in all wiſe mens opini⸗ 
ons, do pertepue no leſſe in the laid lernyn⸗ 
ges, than thei, which neuer knew eloquence, 
oz neuer taſted other but the fects 03 dzaggs 
of the ſaid noble doctrines, And as fog the 
multitude of ſcifces can not indamage any 
ſtudent, but yk he be meued to ludy the lawe 
by any of the ſaide mocions, by me before 
touched, he ſhall rather increaſe therin, than 
be hyndzed, and that ſhall appere manifeſt 
ly to them, that epther will geue credence to 
my repoꝛte, ozels will rede the warkes that 
A wil alledge, which ik thei vnderſtand not, 
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to deſpꝛe ſome lerned man by interpietynge 
to cauſe them perteiue it. Ind fpzſte J wplk 
begynne at dzatours, who beare the pzincts 
pail title of eloquence,

to he made, and howe the caſe may be reſo⸗ 
ued. Whiche is the fyz part of rhetozike, 
named 7Jnaencion Than apotint thei, ho we 
manp pleas map be made fo; enero part, and 
in what fozmalitce thei ſhuld be ſet, Which 
is the ſeconde parte of Rhetozike, called 
diſpoſicion , wherin thep do muche apꝛoche 
vnto Rhetozike. Than gather they all into 
perfect remembzaunce , tn ſuche oꝛdze as it 
ought to bee pleaded, whiche is the parts 
of Nhetozike named Memone . But foz 
as much as the tongue, wherin it r

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fs barbarous, and the ſteryng of alfeetiong 
of the mpnd in this realme was neuer vſed,

Rhea the mother of Jupiter, deutled, that 
Luretes, whiche were men of armes in that 
countrey, ſhulde daunſe in armour, plaiyng 
with their ſo0zdes and chteldes > ſuche 
ourme: 
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fourme, as by that newe + pleaſant deniſe, 
thel ſhuld aſſuage the melicoly of Saturne, 
and in thc meane time, Jupiter was conuets 
ed ints Phnygra, where Saturne alſo pur⸗ 
ſuynge hym. Rhea lembiabiy taught the peo 
ple there called Coribantes , to baunce in an 
nother fourme: wherwith Saturne was eft 
ſones demulced and appaiſed. Which fable 
hath a reſemblance to the hyſtozi of the bible 
in the fiefte boke of kynges, where it is res 
membzed, that Saule, whom god chaſc from 
a keper of aſſes, to be kynge of Jewes (who 
in ſtature excelled, and was aboue all other 
men by the head) declinyng frome the lawes 
and pzeccptes of god, was poſſeſſid of an 
yucll ſpleite , whiche o ktentymes turmented 
and vcred him: and other remedy founde hs 
none, but that Dauid, which after him was 
kynge, beynge at that tyme a pꝛopꝛe chtide, 
and platyng ſwetely on a harpe, with his pie 
ſaut and perfect harmony, duced his minde 
into his pztiſtinate eſtate: and durpnge the 
time that he played, the ſpirite ceſed to vere 
hym: whiche J ſuppoſe hapned not onelp of 
the efficacy of muſike (all be it therin is mus 
che po wer, as well in repꝛeſſyng as cxcityng 
natur all afﬀfectes ) but alſo of the vertue tins 
gener ate in the childe Dauld , that plapde, 
whom god allo had pꝛedeſtinate to be a gret 
kyng,and a great pꝛophete. Ind fo1 the ſos 
acrapn: gyttes of grace and of nature, that 
de was endo wed with, almpghty god e 
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of hym. that he had kounde a man after this 
hert and pleaſure , But nowe to returne to 
cake of daunſyng, 
Some interpzetours of wetes do 
that Proteus, who is ſuppoſed to haue turs 
ned hym ſclfe into figures, as ſome tyme to 
ſhewe hym ſelfe lyke a ſcrpente , ſome tyme 
ipke a lyon, otherwhtles like water, an other 
tyme lyke the flame of łpꝛe: ſignitteth to bet 
none other, but a deliuer and cxaftye daun⸗ 
ſer. whiche in his daunſe coulde imagine the 
intlexions of the ſerpeut, the ſofte and dele⸗ 
ctable flowpng of the water, the \wpftnefſe 
and mountyng of the fpze, the fierfc rage of 
the lyon, the violence and furp of the libard. 
¶ Which cxpoſicts is not to be diſpꝛaiſed, 
ſens it diſcozdeth not from reaſon. But one 
opinion there is, whiche J will reherſe, mon 
foz the mery fantaſp, that therin is cõ teined, 
than foz any faith oz credite that is to be gt: 
uen therto. 
¶ Ouer Spꝛacuſis ſ a great and aunciente 
citic in Sitile) there reygned a truell tyzant 
t alled Gelo, whiche by hozrible tyꝛannpes 
and oppꝛeſſions, bought hm ſelfe in to the 
hatrede of all his people, whiche he pertei⸗ 
uyng, leſte by mutuali communicacion, they 
_ ſhulde tonſpire agaynſt hpm any rebellion, 
he prohibited al mẽ vnder terrible menaces, 
thatno man oꝛ woman ſhoulde ſpeake vnto 
an other, but in ſtede of wozdes, they ſhulde 
vile in their neceſſary affaires, 2 
0 C 
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tes, tokens, and mouynges, with their keete 
handes, and eien, whiche foz — ut 
vled, at the laſte grewe to a perkecte and de 
lectable daunſyng , Ind Gelo, not with 
ſtandyng his folyche curiolitee, at the laſte 
was ſlayne ok his people moſte miſerablpe. 
But althoughe this hiſtozp were true, pet 
was not daunſyng at this ryme fyzſt begon» 
foz Ozpheus and Muſcus, the moſt aunciet 
pf poeces , and alſo Homere, whiche were 
long atoꝛe Gelo, dove make met ion of daũ⸗ 
ſynge. Ind in Delus, whiche was the moſts 
auncient teple of Apollo, no ſolemnitie was 
done without daumpng. 
C'Ilſo in Indie, where the people honozeth 
the ſon, thei aſſemble together, and whan the 
ſonne fpzft appereth, ioyned all in a daunce 
thet ſalutc him, ſuppoſing that foz as muche 
as he mone:h without ſenſible notſe, it pleas 
ſeth gym oct to be likewyſe ſaluted, that is 
to fate with a pleaſante motion and ſilence, 
¶ Thetnterpzctours of Plato do thynke, 
that the wonderfull and incopz;chenſible oꝛ⸗ 
der of the celeſtiall bodies, J meane ſterres 
and pl ancttcs, and their moctons harmony⸗ 
tall, gaue to them, that intentifiy, and by the 
depe ler che of reaſon beholde their cour'ys, 
in the lundꝛpe diuerſities ot nombze + tyme, 
8 fourme of imitacið of a ſemblable mocis ; 
whiche thei called daunſyng. Wherfoze the 
moze nere theft appꝛoched to that temperice, 
and ſubtile modulacion, of ” ſaide ſupes 
| tious 
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riour bodies, the moze perfect and commens 
dable is their daunſpng: whiche is moſt like 
to the trouthe of any opinion that J hate 
hero founden, 

¶ Other fables there be, whiche J omyt ko; 
this putent tyme: Ind now J wyll expiclle, 
in what eſiſmacion daunſyng was hadde in 
the auncient tyme, and alſo ſundzy fourmes 
of daunſpng,not al,but ſuch as had in them 
à ſemblaunce of vertue oz kunnpng. 
CWhan the arke of god ( wherin was put 
thc tables of the commandemcntes, the perd, 
wherwith Poples deuided the red ſea, and 
dyd the miracles in the pzeſence o? Pharas, 
kynge of Egppte: alſo a parte of manna, 
wher with the childzen of Jfracl were fedde 
fourty peres in dcſcrte)was retouered of the 
hiliftes, + bzoughte vnto the citie of Gas 
a, the holie kyng Dauid, wearpng on hym 
a lynen ſurplefſe, DaunCcd befoze the ſaide 
ark:,folowyng him a gret nombze of inſtiu⸗ 
mentis of muſike : wherat his wpke Mptol. 
the daughter of kpnge 174 and 
ſco med him, wherwith (as holye ſcripturs 


( 
Capth)almightic god was muche dilpleaſed, 
And Dauid not ceſſyng , daunſ:d ſ{oyouſely 
thioughe the titie, in that manour honozing 
that ſolemne fcaft, whiche among the iewes 
was one of the chiefe and pztncipall , wher⸗ 
with god was moe pleaſed, than with all 
the other obſeruaunces that then were done 
vnto hem at that tyme, 
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FT wyl not trouble the reders with the in⸗ 
aumerabvle ceremontes of the gt tiles, whiche 
were copzehended in daunſynges , ſens thef 
ought to be notumb;ed among ſuperſticions. 
But J wpll declate, ho we wiſe men and va 
tiaunte capitaines imbzaced daunſpng ſoꝛ a 
ſoueraigne and pzofitable crerciſe, 

¶ Lecurgus , that gaue fyiſte lawes to the 
Lacedemones (a p:ople in Greece) ozdepned 
that the child zen there ſhoulde be taughte as 
dili zent ly to daunce in armure, as to fyghe, 
Ind that in tyme of warrcs, thei hald meue 
them in battaple agapne their enne mies, in 
fourme and maner of daunſyng. 

C Scmbl ablpe, the olde inhabitauntcs of 
Ethiopia, at the topninge of their battatles, 
and whan the trumpettes and other inſlru⸗ 
mentes ſoune, thet daunce:and in ſtede ot a 
quiuce, thei haut their dartes ſet about their 
he ades, like to t aiee 03 beames of the ſonne, 
wherwith thei beleue, that thei put their ens 
nemies in feare. 

Jiſo it was not leful foz any of th᷑, to caſt 
any dart at his enemie but daũſing. And not 
only this rude people eſtemed ſo much daun⸗ 
ſpng, but alſo the moſt noble of the greekes, 
whiche foz their excellencie in pzowelle and 
wiledom, were called halfe goddis, as Ichil⸗ 
les, and his ſon irrgus, and diucrs other, 
Whcrfoze Homere, among the high benefits 


tes that god giueth to man, rceſteth daũſing. 
Foz he ſayeth in the lirſte Is of Wy 
0 
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they daunſed aboute the citee with tergates 
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od araſiteth to ſome mi p oweſſe matciat 
To a nother danſing, with lög harmontcall, 


¶ Suppole pe, that the Yomapnes, whiche 
in grauttte of manets paſſed the Greekes, 
had not great pleſure in daunſpng: Did not 
Romulus, the fyzſt kyng of Romatnes, and 
bull der of the titie of Rome, ozdcine certain 
pꝛieſtes and mintſters to th: god Mars, 
wrom he aduaunted to be his father : whi⸗ 
che pꝛʒieſtes, foz as muche as certaine tymes, 


that thel pmagined to fall from yenen, wert 
called in latin Sui, whiche into engipſſhe 
map betranſiated dafiſcrs, who cõtinued (0 
long tyme in reuerence amog the Romaines, 
that vnto the tyme that ther were chziſtened 
the noble menne and pꝛinces chil dꝛen there 
vſyng muche diligence and ſuite, coucited to 
be of the college of the ſatde daunſers, 
<> Mozeoner, the emperours,that wer moſt 
no ble, delited in daunſirg, perteiuyng therin 
to be a perfecte meaſare , whiche map be cal- 
led mobulacton: whertn ſome dauncers of 
olde tyme ſo wonderfullp excelled, that thet 
wolde platnely expꝛeſſe in daunfyng ; with- 
out any woꝛdes. oz ditic, hiſtoztes, with the 
hole cirtumſtaunce of affaires in theim conz 
.tapned, wherof I ſhall reherſe two meruals 
louſe experience. 22 
«It Rome, in the tyme ot Nero, there was 
8 philoſopher called Deuetrius, whiche was 
9 * 0 
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of that ſect, that fo: as muche as thci abans 
doned all ſhamefaſtnes,in their woꝛdes and 
actes , thep were calted- Cinici , in engipſſhe 
doggyſhe, This Demetrius often reptoutag 
daunſpug, wold ſap,that there was nothing 
therin of any tmpoztatince;, and that it was 
none other, but a counterfaitynge with the 
keete and handes, ofthe armonye that was 
ſhewcd befozc in the rebecke, ſhalme + other 
inſtrumente, and that the motions wers but 
vayne and ſeparate from al vnderſtanding, 
and of no purpoſe oz efficacie, Wherot hea⸗ 
ring a famouſe daunſer, and one as it ſemed 
that was not without good learnyng: and 
had in nce manp hiſtozies, he came 
to Demetrius, and ſayde vnto hym: Spꝛ I 
humbly deſyʒe you, refuſe not to do me that 
honeſt ie with paur pꝛeſence, in beholding me 
dance, which ye ſhal Ce me do without ſoune 
of any inſtru net. And than if it hal ſeme to 
vou woꝛthy diſp: atſe ,'vttcrlye banpſhe and 
tontoũd my ſcience, Wher vnto Demetrius 
graũted. The pong man daunfed the aduou 
try of Mars and Menus, and therin cxpꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed how Ululcane, huſband to Menus, ther⸗ 
of beyng aduertiſed by the ſonne, laide ſna⸗ 
res ko his wife and Mars: allo howethet 
were wounden and tycd in Aulcanes net: 
mozeouer, howe all the goddis came to the 
ſpectacle, finally howe Menus all a 
and bluſſhyng , kearefully deſp:ed hir louer 
Mars to deliuer hir from that peril, and the 
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ereldue conteined in the fable: whiche he did 
with lo ſubtile and crafiy geſture, with ſuch 
a platne declaracſon of tuerp acte in the ma⸗ 
ter (which of all thing ts moſt difficile) with 
a grace and beautie, alſo with a wit ſo 
wonderfull and pjcaſant, that Demetrius, 
as it ſcmed, there at reiopſyng and delityng, 
cryed with a loude voyce: O man J doo not 
on:lp fe, but alſo here what thou docſt : And 
it ſemeth alſo to me, that with thy handeg 
thou ſpeheſt. Mhich Caipng was confirmed 

all them that were at that tyme pꝛeſent. 
The lame ponge man ſonge and daunſed 
on a tyme befoze the empcrour Nero, whan 
there was allo pꝛeſent a ſlraũge king, which 
bnderſtode none other language but of hig 
owne tountreie: pet not withſtandyng, the 
man daunſed fo aptly and piatnely , as his 
euſtome was, that the ſtraunge kynge, alls 
thoughe he perteiued not what he ſaide, vn⸗ 
derſtode euery deale of the matter Ind wh 
he hadde ta'ren his leaut of the emperour to 
departe, the emperour offered to giue hym 
any thyng that be thoughte moughte be to 
his commoditie , ve maye ( ſaied the kynge 
bonnteouſly rewarde me, pf pe lende me the 
pong mi that daunted befozc pou: mateſty, 
wondzpag, and requiring of him, why 
ſo impoztunately deſpꝛed the daunſer, oz 
what commoditie the daunſer moughte bee 
vnto hym. pn, caped the kyng, J haue dis 
vers contins v neighbours, that de o 2 
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tymes ncede of many interpzetours, Wher⸗ 
fore if Jhad this man with me, and Goulde 
aue any thyng to do with my nepghbours, 
he wold fo with his facion + geſture expꝛeſſe 
etcry thyng to me and teache them to do the 
tame, that from hensfozth J/Chuld not haus 
nede of any interpꝛetaur. 

Fiſo the anncient philoſophers commens 
ded daunſpng : in lo mache, as Socrates, 
the wiſeſt of all the greekes in his tyme, and 
from whom all the ſectes of philoſophers, 
as from a fountayne were derived, was not 
aſhamed to aceounte daunſynge among the 
ſerious diſciplines, foz the cOmendable beau 
tie, fo the apte and = oꝛcionate meupug. 
and fo the crafty dilpolitid and facio uing 
ok the body. 


It is to be cõſidered, that in the ſaſd ans 
t time, there were diuers maticrs of daũ⸗ 
ae. whiche varied in the names, likewpyſe 
as thep dpdde in tunes of the inſurument, as 
ſemhlably, we haue at this dape. But thoſe 
names, ſome were gener all, ſome were ſpes 
ciall. the gener all names were gpuen of the 
vniuerſal fourm: of daunſing, wherby was 
repreſented the qualities 03 condictons of 
ſundzy aftates:as the maieſtie of pzicts was 
GHewed in that daunſe, whiche was named 
Hume lia, and belonged to tragedies:diſſolute 
mocids, and wanton countenaficce, in that 
which was called Cordzx , and peetatned to

languages + mancrs, wherkoze Þ hate offer:

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comedies : whcrin men of baſe hauiout only 
daunſed , Alſo the fourme of battaplc and 
fightynge in armure, was expꝛeſſed in thoſe 
daunſes, whiche were called Enoplic . Alſg 
there was a kynde of daunſyng called Hor- 
mus, of all the other moſt 1 he to that, whi⸗ 
che is at this time vſed, n daũled pong 
menne and maydens : the manne. cxpzeſſyng 
in his motion and countenã ce ſtrength and 
courage, apt foz the warres:the maiden mo⸗ 
deracion and ſhamefaſtencs , whiche repꝛe⸗ 
cented a pleaſaunte coniynaion of foztitude 
and temperaunte. 5 | 


C Jn ſtede of theſe we haue no we baſe dais 
ſes, bargenettes, pauyons , turgſons , and 
roundes. Ind as foz the ſpeciall names, the 
were taken as thei be now, either of the na⸗ 
mes of the fyꝛſte inuentours: 0z of the meas 


ſure and noumbze that thei do conteine : 03 
of the fyꝛſte woꝛdes of the dittie, whiche the 
ſong cõpꝛehendeth, wherof the daunſe was 
made. In euery of the layde daunſes, there 
was a concinnitie of mcupnge the foote and 
body, expꝛeſſpng ſome pleaſant oz pꝛo fitable 
affectes 03 mocions of the mynde. 

¶ Here a manne mape beholde, what crafte 
was in thauncient tyme in daunſpng, whicy 
at this day no man can imagine oz contecte, 
But it menne wolde nowe applpe the fyalte 
part of their pouthe, that is to ſap from ſe⸗ 
uen peres to twentpe, effectually in the ſcien 
ces liberall, and knowlege of Yeo —

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fhulde reuiue the auncient fourme as well of 
daunſyng, as of other exerciſes, Wherest 
they mought take not oneiy pleaſure, but al⸗ 
ſo pzokite and commo ditee.

T is diligently to be noted, that the coms 
pany of man and woman in daunſynge, 
thet bothe obſerupnge- one noumbꝛe and

ſons, as fo} the imitacion of ſundztie vers 
:whiche be by them repzeſented, 
And ko as mache as by the topnynge of 
a man and a woman in daunſyng may be ſi⸗ 
gnified matrimony, J could in declaring the 
dignitie i comoditie of that ſacramet, make 
intiere volumes, tf it were not ſo commonly 


kno wen to all men, that almoſt cucry freere 
limytour carieth it witten in his boſome. 
Vherkoze leſte in repetynge a thynge ſo fre⸗ 
quent and cõmune, my boke ſhulde be as fas

Nowe it bchoueth the daun⸗ 
ſets, and alſo the beholders of the, to know' 
all qualities incidentto a man, and aiſo all 
qualities to a womã likewiſe appertain 
¶ ⁊ man in his natural perfeetion is tierſe, 
har dp, ſtronge in opinion, coueitouſe of glo⸗ 
rp, deſirous of knowlege, appetityng by gcs 
neration to bzyng fozthe his Ccmblabile. 
The good nature of a wami is to be mp1d, 
timerous, tractable, benigne, of ſure remem⸗ 
bzance,+ ſhamfaſt. Diners other qualities of 
eche of them mought be ſound out, but theſe 
be moſt aparant, and foz this time ſufficict. 
A ¶ Whecteꝛe whan we beholde a man and 8 
woman daunſpng together, let vs ſuppolt 
there to be a contoꝛde of all the faide quali⸗ 
ties, beyng iopned togyther, as J haue fette 
them in oꝛder. And the meuynge of the man 
wold be moe vehement, of the woman mon 
delicate, and with leſſe aduauneynge ok the 
bo dy, ſignitiynge the tour age and ſtrengthe 
that ought to te in a man, s the pleſant ſobꝛt 
neſſe that ſhuld be in a woman. Ind in this 
wile Fiecſcues, iopued with mildencs , beth

Ind bycauſe 
that the ſtudpe of vertue is tedfous foz the

| veetuepmdence'may be koũden out and wel 
perteiued, as well by the daunſers, as by 
them, whiche ſtandyng by, will be diligente 
bcholders and markers, haupng kyꝛſt myne 
inſtruction ſurely graut in the table of their 
remembzance.

tuſtome, ſhj all be as caſpe to vnderſt ande as 
other wozdes late commen out of Italp and 
Fraunce, and made deniſens among vs.

Ind what enozmitee ſhoylde it no we be 
thought, & a thynge to laugh at, to ſe a iudge 
oz ſergeant at the lawe in a ſhozte tote gar⸗ 
ded and pounted after the galtard facion, oz 
an appꝛentiſe of the lawe 02 pleder, come to 
the barre with a millapne oz frenche bonette 
on his head, ſet full of aglettes ? So is there 
appar alle comely to euery aftate and degree, 
and that whiche ercedeth oꝛ lacketh, pꝛotu⸗ 
reth repꝛoche, in a noble man ſpectally, Foz 
apparaple ſymple oz ſcant repꝛoueth him of 
auarite.

¶ The moſte noble emperours of Rome, 
Auguſtus, Traſane, Hadziſane, Intonine, 
Seuerus, and Alexander, whiche were of all 
other intomparabie in honozable linig, vicd 
a diſcrete moderacion in their apparapyle, all 
though they were great emperours and gen⸗ 
tyies, Bowe muche moze onght than chziſten 
men, whoſe dcenominacſon is founded on hy 
militee, and thep that be not of the aſtate of 
pʒintis, to ſhew a moderacid and couſtaunce 
in veſture, that they dimpniſhe noo part of 
thepz maieſtee, either with new fangteneſſe.

Sylla, foz the malignitec that he hadde tos 
ward Marius, cauſed the hcades of a thous 
Cande and ſeuen hundzedde of the chrefe cite⸗ 
gens of Rome to be ſtriken of, and bzoughte 
to hym freſhe bledyng and quicke, and thers 
on fedde his moſte crucil epen, whiche to 
tate his mouthe naturally abhoꝛred. Mas

O what cal amitec hapned to that moſte 
noble citee of Rome, by the implacabilitee 03 
wiathe inſactable, of theſe two capitaines, 
oz(as I mought rather ſay) deudles⸗ the no⸗ 
bles betwene theſm exhauſte, thc cheualrpe 
almoſt conſumed, the iawes opp:efſed , and 
lackynge but lt tell, that the publyke weale 
had not be extinct,x the citee vtter!y deſolat. 
¶ The vndiſcrete haſtineſſe of themp.rour 
Claudius, cauſed hym to be ncted fox foo⸗ 
liſſhe, Fo2 ue meued with wꝛath, cauſed di⸗ 
uers to be laine , fo: whom after he demaus 
ded, and wold ſende foz to ſoupce. Notwiths 
ſtandyng that he was right well lerned, and 
in diuers greatte affaires appeared to be 
wile. Theſe diſcommo ditees do happen by 
implacable wzath , whcrof there beeriplcs 
fnnumerable. 

(| Lontegriwiſe,the valiant king Pirrhus, 
hearing that two menne at a feaſt, and in a 
great aſſembly and audience, hadde openly 
ſpoken wordes, to his repzoche, meued with 
diſpleaſure, ſent foꝛ the perſoncs: and whan 
thet were tome, he demaunded whether thci 
ſpake of hym anp luche 1 whervnto 


Pyzrhus, 
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one of them aunſwered, It ( ſaide he) the 
wine had not the ſuontr favicd vs, all that 
whiche was tolde to your highnes, in com⸗ 
pariſon ot that wijtche Tuld haue ben ſpo⸗ 
ken, had beue but trifles. The wyſe p inte 
with that plaine confeſſion was mitpgate, 
and his wꝛathe tonuetted to augbhyng. 
Placabl- 8 Julius Cefar, after his victo;y ageinlle 
litee. the great 412 0pct, who had marted his dough 
ater . litrpnge in open 1ndgemente , Þergins 
Galda, one of the nobles of Rome, a frende 
bnto 45ompe!,ſa'd vnto hym: 1 was boun⸗ 
den koz toy lonne in law ; ompet in a great 
ſumme, whan he was conſul the thpꝛd teme. 
wherfoze J am nowe lewed. What ſhall J 
do Shall I mp ſelte pap it : by which wo⸗ 
des he mought ſceme to repioche Celar of 
the lellyng of Pompeis goodes, in dekrau⸗ 
ding his credttours. But Leſar thã hating 
a gentil herte and a patient, was not meued 
with any dtſpleaſure towarde Galba: but 
cauſed 156mpects dettes to be diſcharged. 
We lache not of this vertue domeſticall 
exainplcs, I meane of our owne kynges of 
Englande. but moſte ſpecialiy one, whiche 
in myne opinton, is to be compared with as 
ny, that euer was witten of in any region 
01 tountrep. „ 
2 The moſte renoumed prince kyng Henty 
Zudge, 3 thefyfte, late kynge of Englande, durynge 
good piice the ipfe of his father, was noted to be ficrſe 
a g00d hig and of wanton courage: it hapned that one

Mherat al men 
were abaſhed, reſerued the chicfe Juice, 
who humbly ex hoꝛted the pzinte to be contẽ⸗ 
ted, that his lern aunte moughte bee oꝛdered 
gccozdpng to the aunciint lawes of this res 
alme: oꝛ ip he wolde haue hym taucd fromne 
the rigour of th: lawes, that he chonlde obs 
teine, if he mousht, of the kynge his father 
his gratious pardon, wherby no lawe oz iu⸗ 
ſtice hulde be derogate. With whiche an⸗ 
ſwere the pzince nothyng appealed, but ras 
ther moze inflamed , endeuoured hym ſeife 
to take away his ſcruant, The tudge conſis 
deryng the peritious cxample, and inconue⸗ 
niente that mought therby inſuc, with a vas 


liant ſpirite and courage, commaunded the 


prince vpon his alegcace, to leaue the pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner and depart his way, with which cõman 
dement the p;tmnce bepng ſet all in a fugy , all 
chaked and in a terrible maner, cam vp to the 
place of iugemẽt, men thinking that he wold 
haue ſlaine the iudge, oz haue done to hymn 
ſoine damage: but the iuge ſittyng (til with⸗ 
ont mouĩg, declaring the mateſtee of the kin⸗ 
gis place of tugemet,+ with an allutid a bold

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countenancc,had to the pzince thefe wozdes 
folowpng,

manded. Wherat his ſcruantes dildcigning 
came and ſhewed to the kyng al the holle af- 
faire. Wherat he awhyics ſtudienge, aftcr 
as a man al raupſhed with gladnes, holding 
his eies and handes vp towarde heauen, a⸗ 
bzapded with a lowde voptec: O mercikull 
god, howe muche am J bounde to pour in⸗ 
finite goodneſſe, ſpetially —— ye haue 
geuen me a tudge, who fe areth not to mint: 
ſter iuſtice, and alſo a ſonne, who can ſuffir 

ſemblablp, and obepe tuſticey 
C. Rowe here a man map beholde the —

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ſoncs , wozthy excellente memozy. Fyiſte 8 
fudge, who bepnge a ſuhtecte, feared not to 
execute iuſtice on the eldeſt ſonne of his ſos 
ueraſane loꝛde, and by the ozdcr of nature 
his ſucteſſour .

Jlſo likewiſe as nos 
ryſhyng meatcs and dꝛynkces in a ſyche bo⸗ 
dy, do loſe their bountee and augmente the 
mal ady, ſemblably d iuets vertues in a pers 
ſon ctuell and malicious, be not oneip obfus 
ſcat? oꝛ hyd, but do mintſter occaſion and 
aſſiſtence to ctueltee. 
But nowe to ſpeake of the ineſtimable 
*' p;ice and value of anercy, Lettc goucrnouts, 
whtche knowe, that thei haue recciuecd their 
power from aboue, reuolue in their mpndes, 
in what perylle thei theim ſclfe bee in datelp, 
ik in god were not abundance of mertp, but 
that as ſoonc as thei off:nde him arcuouſe: 
Iy, hc ſhuld immediately ſtrike them with his 
moſte terrible darte of vengeaunce: All be it 
vnneth any houre palleth, that men deſcrue 
not ſome puniſhement. 
¶ The moſte noble emperours, whiche foz 
theit merites receyued of the gentils diuine 
tonours, vainquiſhed the greate he artes ok. 
their moꝛt ali enne mies, in ſhewing mercy, az 
boue mens expectacion. 
¶ Julius Ceſar, which in policy, eloquente, 
celcritce and pꝛoweſſe, excel led ail other ca» 
pitapnes, in mirty onely, ſurmounted hym 
ſelle, that is to ſaie, contrary to his owne at 
tet es and determinate purpoſes, he not on⸗ 
ly lpared, but alſo rece.ued into tender fas 
millaritee his lwozne ennemies. be 
ik the 
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{ the dildeigne of his owne bloudde and as 
liance had not tratteroaſip ſlapne hym , he 
had reigned long and ptoſperouſiy. 


But amonge many other exaumples of Seneca de 
mercy , whcrok the hiitoucs of Rome bo az clemencia. 


bounde, there is one remembꝛed by Sencca, 


which may be in the ſtede of a great numbze. Mercy the 
(Ie was reported to the noble empcrour web by Au 
Octatvius Juguſtus, that Lucius Linna, guſtusvn⸗ 
which was luſters ſonne to the great Pom? till his en⸗ 
pet, had imagined his death: Alſo that Linz nemp. 


na was appointed to execute his feate, whiz 
les the emperour was doyng his facrifices; 
This repozt was made by one of the conſpi⸗ 
ratours , and therewith diners other thyn⸗ 
ges agreed: the olde ho ttilitee bet wene the 
houſ:s of Hompet and Leſar,the wild x ſez 
dicious witte ot Linna, with the place and 
tyme, wher and whan the emperour (huld be 
diſfy:niſſhed of leruauntes, No wounder 
though the emperours mynde were vaquiet, 
beyng in ſo perillous conflict, conſiderpng 
on the one part, that if he ſhuld put to death 
inna, whiche eame of one at the moſte nos 
ble and auncient houccs of Rome, he ſhulde 
etcr lpue in daunger, oneles he ſhuld deſtroy 
a that noble Family, and cauſe the memo zy 
of theim to be vtterlp exterminate: whiche 
mouggt not be brought to paſſe, without ef- 
kulion of the bloude of perſoncs innumeras 
le, ano alſo periil of the lutuerſton of the 
empire, late pacificd, On thother part, he 
con 
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eonſpdered the imminent daunger, that his 
perſone was in, wherfoze nature ſtered him 
to pꝛouſde foz his ſurctee:wherto he thought 
than to be none other remedp, but the deathe 
ok his aduerſary, To bym beyng thus per⸗ 
plexed, came his wike Liuia, the cmpꝛeſſe, who 
ſated vnto him: Plealeth it you ſir to here a 
womans aduiſe. Doo pou as phiſictons be 
wont to doo, where their accuſtomed remes 
dies pꝛeue not, thei aſſaye the contrary , By 
ſcueritee pe haue hitherto nothyng pꝛo fited: 
pꝛoue ther foze no we, what mertp mate ad: 
uatle you, Foꝛgyue Cinna, he is taken with 
the mapnure, and mapye not nowe indomegt 
pou, pꝛofite he maie muche to the increaſe 
of pour renoume and pcrpetuall glozp. The 
empetsur teiopſed to him ſeife, that Cinns 
had found ſuche an aduocatricc, and gming 
her thankes, catiſed his counſaſiours, whi⸗ 
che he hadde ſent fo, to be countermanded, 
and callyng to him Cinna only, commaãded 
the chaumbze to be auoyded, and an other 
chatre to beſet foz Cinna, and that done, he 
Cated in this maner to hym : 7 deſire of the 
this one thyng , that whiles 7 ſpeake , thon 
wplt not let oꝛ diſturbe me: 02 in the middes 
ot my woꝛdes make any excle mation.

Tqott al keddeſt of me alpirituali pzomocts 
on, and furthwith 4 gaue it the, betozemas 
ny oth:r, whoſe partes hadde ſerued me in 
wartes. Ind foz that I haue done ſo muche 
fo: the, thou haſte nowe purpoſed to [lea 
me. At that wo:de, whan Cinna crfed out, 
ſaynge, that ſuche madnes was farre from 
dis mynde. Cinna(ſated the cmpcronr)thou 
kepeſt not pꝛomiſe, it wa conenanted, that 
thou < Ideſt not interrupte me. J ſafe thou 
p1:pareſt to kyl me. Ind therto the empcrour 
named his comp anvons, the place, tyme, and 
oer of al the coſpiracy, and alſo to whom 
the lwozde was committed. Ind wil an he 
per eiued him aftonyed, holdynge than his 
eace, not fox bycauſe that he ſo pzomiſed, 
ut that his conſciẽce him meued, Foz what 
intente dyddeſt thou thus, (caide Fuguſtus) 
bycaule thou woldeſt be Emperoure » In 
good fatthe the publikt weale is in an eupll 
alate, ik nothyng lettethe the to reigne, bud 
Jonely. Thou canſte not mainteyne oz des 
ken de thine own: houſe. It is not longe lens 
that thou in a pꝛiuate iudgemét, wert ouer⸗ 
comen of a pooie man but late infraunchp⸗ 
ſed. Therfoze thou mayſt nothyng ds lyghe⸗ 
lycr than plede agaynſt the cmperou . S ape

C The noble emperours Intonine and Ile⸗ Alexander 
xander Denerus,gaue of the rcuenues of the and liberal 
empire innumer able ſubſtance, to the reedi⸗ Antonine 
fipng of citees and tommon houſes decaped emperoure 
fo; age, oꝛ by erthequaues ſubuerted, wherin 

the! pꝛactiſed Liberal itee 4 aiſo Benekicece. 

C But Tiberius, Gero, Caligula, Helios 
gabalus, and other ſemblable mõſtet s, whi⸗ 

che exhauſted and conſumed intinite treaſus 

kes in boꝛdell houſcs and plates, where ab⸗ 
hominacions were vſed, alſo in enrichyng 


named liberall, but ſufren thercfoze perpe⸗ litee. 
tuall eepzoche of wziters, beynge called de⸗ 
uourers and waſters of treaſure. Wher koze 
in as muche as Liber alitee hollve reſtethe in 
the geuynge of money, it ſometyme ce lou⸗ 
keth a vice: But Beneficencc is neuer taken 
but in the better parte, and (as Tully ſaith) 
is taken out of vertue, where Liberalttce 
commeth out of the coffer, 

C A2iſo where a man diſtributeth his ſubs 
ſtance to many perſons, the leſſe Libcralitce 
all tze vſe to other: co with bounteoulnes, 


bountes is miniſhed. Onely thei that be cals

flaues, concubines , and baudes, were not !*20digas 
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led benefictal , aud do vſe the vertue of Bes 
neficence , whiche conſiſteth in tounſ apling 
and healppnge other with any afſiſtence in 
time of ncede, ſhal al wap finde coadiutours 
and 282 of their gentil courage, Ind 
doubtleſſe, that maner of gentpineſſe, that 
conſiſteth in labour, ſtudy, and diligencc, is 
moze comendable, and extẽdeth further, and 
alſo mai moe piofit perſons, thi that whi⸗ 
che reſteth in rewardes and expenſcs, But 
to riturne to liberalitee, 

What a greater foly map be,thi that thig 
that a man moſte gladlp dothe, to endcuone 
hym with all ſtudy, that it map no longer be 
done + Whcrfoze Tulli calleth them pꝛodi⸗ 
gall, that in inozdinate feaſtes and bankets 
tes, vaine plaies, and huntinges, do ſpende 
all their Cubſtance, + in tboſe thinges, wher⸗ 
of thei ſhall leaue but a ſhozte 02 no remems 
b:ance. Wherfoze to reſozte to the counſaile 
of Ariſtotle befoze exp2eſſed : Liber alitee, in 
a noble mii ſpectally, is comended, although 
it ſomewhat cxcede the termes of mcaſure: 
And ik it be well and duelp emploped, it ac⸗ 
quireth perpetuall honour to the geuer, and 
muche fruite and ſingnler commo ditee ther⸗ 
by encreaſeth. Fox where honeſte and vers 
tuous perſonages be aduaunced, and wel te 
warded, it ſtyꝛreth the courages of menne, 
which haue any ſparke of vertu, to encreaſe 
therein with all their fozce and endenour, 
Wherefsze nexte to the helppnge 2

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ge of a communaltee, the greatte parte 

of Liberalitee is to be employed on men of 

vertu and good qualitecs, wherin is requi⸗

Beneficence generally. But foz as muche 
as FrendeſHip,called in latin Amicitia cö⸗ 

pꝛehendeth both thoſe vertues moze [pes 
tlally, and in an hygher degree, and is no we 
lo infrequente 02 ſtraunge amonge moztall 
men, by the tyz anny of couctiſe oꝛ ambicion, 
whiche haue longe reigned , and pet do, that 
amitee mai now vneth be knowen, oz found 
thzoughout the wozlde , by them that ſeeke 
fot her as diligently, as a mayden wold ſeke 
fo; a ſmall ſyluer pynne in a great chambye, 
ſrawed with white cuſhes . J wyll therfoze 
bozowe ſo much of the gentill reder, thoughe 
he he nyghe weerp of this longe matter, bas 
raine ot᷑ eloquence and pleaſant ſentẽte, and 
declare ſomewh at by the way, of ver ay and 
teue fr endſh ippe.

¶ Tartno le ſaith : Friendſhip is a vertue,oz 
coyneth with vertue. Whiche is affirmed by 
Tull, Caiyng : Frendchip can not be with⸗ 
oute vertue, ne but in good men onelp. Who 
be good men, he after dcclareth , to be thoſe 
perſons , whiche lo doo beare theim ſelues, 
and in ſuche wiſe do lpue, that their faith, 
ſuretee, equal itee, and liberalitee, be ſufficis 
entip pꝛoued. Me that there is in theim any 
couetyſe, wpifulncs, 03 foolehardincſle, and 
that in them is great ſtabilitee oz conſtance 
them Cuppoſe J, as thet be taken, to be cals 
led good men, whiche do folowe , as muche 
as men map, nature the chiefe capitaine 0} 
gupde of mans lyfe. Moe puer, the ſame 
Tulli defineth frendſhip in this maner, ſai⸗ 
png . It is none other thpnge, but a perficte 
conſent of all thynges appertepnyng ac well 
to god as to manne, with Bencuolencc and 
Charite Ind that he knoweth nothyng ge⸗ 
uen of god, excepte ſapience,to man moze £6» 
mo dious. Which definition is excellent and 
very true. Fo; in god and all thyng that cos 
meth of god, nothyng is of moꝛe greatter e⸗ 
ſcimation than loue, cailed in latine —— 
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whereof Amicitia commethe , named in ens 
gliſhe Frendſhfp oz amitee: the whiche tas 
ken awape frome the lyfe of man, no houſe 
ſhall abide ſtaudyng, no field ſhall be in culs 
ture. And that is lyghtiy perteiued, if a man 
do remembze, what commethe ok diſſencion 
and diſcoz de: finally he ſeemeth to take the 
ſonne from the wozld, that taketh frendſhip 
krom mans lyfe. 

C Sens frendſhip can not bee but in good 
men, ne map not be without vertue, we may 
bee aſſured, that thereof none euyll may p;0s 
cede, oz ther with any euyl thyng map parti⸗ 
tipate. WDherfoze in as mucye as it map bee 
but in a fewe perlones, good men beynge in 
a ſmall nume) Ind alſo it is rare and ſel 
dome, as all vertues be communelp, J wpll 
declare , after the opinion of philoſophers, 
and partely by commune experience, who az 
monge good men beof nature moſte apt to 
frendſhip, 


C Betwene all men that bee good, can not 


alwape be amitee, but it alſo requtreth, that 
thet bee of ſemblable oz mache lyke maners 
0) ſtudy, and ſpectally of mancrs. Fo: gra- 
uitec and Acfabilitee, be euery of theim laus 
dable qualitees. Do be Seucritce and Pla⸗ 
tabilitee. Aliſo Magnificence and libcralites 
be noble vertues: Ind yet Frugalitee, which 
is a ſo bꝛeneſſe oꝛ moderation in lyupnge, is. 
and that fo: good cauſe of all wife men ex⸗ 
tolled, pet where theſe vertues and quali⸗ 

tees 
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tees be ſeparately in ſundzy perſones aſſem⸗ 
bied, may well be pcrfect concoꝛde, but fremd 
ſhip is there ſeldom 02 neuer. Foz that, whiz 
che one foz a vertue imbzaceth , the other 
tontemneth, oꝛ at the leſte neglecteth. Wher⸗ 
foe it ſecmeth, that it, wher in the one delp⸗ 
teth, is rcpougnaunt to the others nature: 
And where is any repougnauntie, may bee 
none amitee, ſens frendeſhippe is an entier 
conſent of wylles and delpꝛes. Therkoze it 
is ſeldome ſeene, that frendeſhip is betwene 
thele perſones , X man ſturdy, of opinion 
inflexible, and of ſowze countenance + ſpech, 
with hym that is tractable, and with reas 
Con perſwaded, and of Cwete countenaunce 
and entertainemente. Alſo bet weene hym, 
whiche is eleuate in auctozitee, and an other 
of a verpe baſe aſtate oz degree: pe and if 
thet be bothe in an equall dignitee, if thet 
be delpꝛous to clymbe , as thet doo aſcende, 
Co frendwippe fox the moze parte decapeth. 
Foz as Tu!li ſayth, in his firſt booke of of 
fices: What thyng ſo euer it be, in the which 
many can not excelle, oꝛ haue ther in ſuperio⸗ 
ritee, therin oftentymes is ſuche a conten- 
cion, that it is a thyng of all other moſt dif 
ficil, to kepe among them good oz vertitous 
company: that is as muche to ſap, as to res 
tapne amonge theim frendeſhip and amitee, 
Ind it is oktẽtimes ſene, that diuers, whiche 
befoze thei came in auctozitee, were of good 
and vertuoue codicions, beyng in q pu 
cri

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ſperitee were vtterly chãged, and deſpilyng 
their old frendes, ſet all their ſtudy and ples 
ſure on their newe acquaintance, Wherein 
men (hall percepue to be a wonderfull blinds 
nes, oʒ (as J mought ſay) a madneſſc, if thet 
note dfligently al that J Gall her after wzite 
offrendſhip. But nowe to reſozt to ſpcake 
of them, in whom frcudſhip is moſt frequẽt, 
and thei allo therto be moſt aptly diſpoſed, 
CUndoubtediy it be ſpecially thei, which be 
wile, and of nature enclined to beneficence, 
Liberalftec, and Conſtance. Foz by wiſe⸗ 
dome is marked and ſubſtancially deccrned 
the woꝛdes, actes, and demenure of all men, 
betwene whome happeneth to be any enters 
courſe o familiarites, whereby is engendꝛed 
a fauour oz diſpoſicion of loue,Beneficence 
that it to ſate,miutually puttyng to their ſtu⸗ 
dy and healpe in neceſſary affaires, induceth 
loue, Thei that be liberall, doo withhoide 
0: bye nothynge frome theim, whome thet 
loue, wherbp louc encreaſeth , Ind in theim 
that be conftaunt is neuer miſtruſt oz ſuſpi⸗ 
tion, noz any ſurmile oz cuyll repozte can 
withdzawe theim from their affection . Ind 
hereby frendſhippe is made perpetuall and 
ſtable, But if ſtmfiſtude of ſtudye oz lears 
nynge bee iopned vnto the Cayde vertues, 
freadzfhip muche rather hapneth , and the 
mutuali enteruewe and conucrſacion is mu⸗ 
che mo ze pleaſit, ſpecially if the ſtudie s haut 
in them anp delectable aFection 0z mo tion.

hitoztz, I wfitreherce a right goodly cxiple 
of freudſhip, whiche example tudioufip red. 
ai miniſter to the reders ſinguler pleaſure, 
ao inct dible comfo;t to vꝛactiſe amitce. 
(«7 There was in the citee of Nome a noble 
ſenaro;, named Fulutus. who ſent his ſon, 
talled Titus, beyng a childe, to the citee of 
athenes in Greceſ which was the fountaing 
of all maner of doctrine) there to ſcrne good 
letter: and cauſed him to bee hoſted with a 
wo ꝛſh ip kuli man of thet citee, catled K hie⸗ 
mes, This Chzemes hapened to haue aiſo a 
ſon, named Siſippus, who not oneiy was 
equal to the ſated vonge Titus in yercs, but 
alſo in ſtatnre, pz0po2c;6 of body, fauour, $ 
talour o? v Cage, countenante and ſpcache, 
The two child zen were lo line, hat without 
muche diffieultee it could not be deterned of 
their pꝛopze parentes, whu he was itus 
from Gilippus, oꝛ Etſippyus from It us: 
Ch ſe two pong acutilmen, as thei ſ. med to 
ane in fozme x perſonage, to (to:tiy after 
acquaintauce, the ſame nature wzought in 
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COVERNOVR 
ther hertes ſuch a mutual affectio, that thety 
willcs and appetitcsdatly mozc and moze ſo 
tt feder ated them ſclues, that it ſemed none 
other, whan their names were declared, but 
that thet hadde onciy chaunged their places, 
pTapag (as I mought ſay )out of the one bo 
dy, +entrpng into the other. They together, 
and at on tyme went to their lernpng + (tu; 
dp, at one ty netto their meales and refccti9, 
they delited bothe in one doctrine, and pꝛo⸗ 
kyted cqually therin, finalip thei together ſo 
increaſcd in docttine, that within a fewe yes 
res, fewe within Athenes mought be compa⸗ 
red vnto theim. At the laſte died Chemes, 
which was not onely to his ſon, but alſo to 
Titus cauſe of muche ſoꝛowe and heuinelle. 
Giſippus, by the goodes of his father was 
knowen to be ama of great ſubſtance: wher 
foe there were offred to him great and riche 
martages. And he than being of rppe percs, : 
of an hable + goodly perſonage, His fredes, 
kynne, and alies exho:ted him bu ily to take 
a wyke, to the entent he mought encreaſe his 
lignage and pꝛogente. But the ponge man, 
hauing his hert all redy wedded to his fran 
Citus, and his minde fixed to the ſtudie of 
philoſophp, fearpng that martage ſhuld be 
the occaſion to ſeucr him both from the ont 
and the other, refuſed of Jonge tyme to ber 
perſwaded, vnty!l at the laſte, partly by the 
tmpoztunate callynge on of his kinſmen, 
paricly by the conſente and aduiſe 2 
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dere krend Titus, t.;crto by other del / red, he 
aſſented, to ma p cuch one as ſhuld like him, 
What hal nede any woꝛdis : his freẽds foũd 
ayong gen il woman, which in cqualitee of 
peres, vertuous cotcios,nobilite: of bloud, 
beautee, and ſu fficient richeſſe, thet thought 
was foz ſuche a pong manu apt conuentent. 
And whan thet and hir krendes vpon the cos 
nenantcs of mariage were tho, oughly accoz 
ded, thei counſatled Giſip pus o repatre vns 
to the maiden, and to beholde ho we her per⸗ 
ſone contented him. Ind he lo doyng, ke und 
hir in euerp kourm and condicion, accozding 
to his expectacton and app:tite, wherat he 
much reioiſed, and became of hir amozouſe, 
in ſo muche as many and okten tymes, lea⸗ 
nyng Titus at his ſtudp, he ſetr.tely repai⸗ 
red vnto hir. Not withſtandyng the feruent 
loue that he had to his frende Titus, at the 
laſt ſurmounted ſhamfaſtnes. Wherfoꝛe be 
diſcloſed to him his letrete fournets, + what 
delectacion he toke in beholding the excellent 
beautee of hir, whom he purpoſed to mary, 
and howe with hir good maners and ſwete 
enterteinemente, (he hadde conſtreigned him 
to be hir louer. And on a tyme, hc haupug 
with him his krende Titus, went to his ladp, 
of whom he was rec2tued moſte topouſclp. 
But Titus furthewith as he behelde ſo hes 
uenly a perſonage, adourned with beattes 
inexplicable, in whoſe viſage was moſte as 
Mable countenaunce, myxte with naidenly 

D. tit, ſhame⸗ 
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ſhamekaſtnes, and the rare and ſobze wor 
des, + well couched, whiche iſſued out of hir 

zetie mouth Titus was t:crat abaſticd,y 

ad the herte through perced with the kyzie 
darte of blind Cupide, of the whichc wound 
the anguiſh was la exceding and vehement, 
that neither the ſtudv at philoſophp, neither 
the rem hꝛante ok his dere frend Gilippus, 
who ſo muche loued and trufted him, could 
any thynge withdzawe hym frome that vns 
kynde app:tite, but tha. of fore he muſte 
loue \no2dinately that lady, whom his ſailed 
frend had determined to mary. Xi be tt with 
incredible paines he kepts his thoughtes les 
cret, vntil that he + Stilippus were returned 
vnto their lodgeinges. Than the miſerable 
Titus, withdzꝛawing hym as it were to his 
Cady, al turmẽ ted and oppꝛeſſed with loue, 
tha we him ſelf on a bed, and there rebuking 
his owne moſt delpiteful vnkindnes, which 
by the ſodeine ſight of a maiden, he had con: 
Cpired againſt his moſt dere fred Fiſſppus, 
aga'nſt al humantitee + reſon curſed his fats 
93 conſteilacton, + wihed that he had neuer 
comen to Ithenes. Ind therwith he ſent ont 
from the botome of his herte depe and colde 
Cighes,in ſuche plentee, that it lacked but iys 
tell that his herte ne was ryuen in pieces, 318 
dolour + anguiſhe toſſea hc him ſelfe by a cer 
tain ſpace, but to no mi wold he diſcoucr it. 
Bit at the laſte, the peine became ſo intolle⸗ 
xable,that wold he oʒ no, he was ſo W 
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to hepe his bed, beĩg for lacke of flepe x other 
natur ali ſuſtenance, brought in tuch feble⸗ 
nes, that his legges moug ht not ſuſteme his 
body: Silippus, milſpng h's ber- trend © 1⸗ 
tus, was muche abaſſhed, ano h-aring that 
he late Cicke in his bed, hadde fozthwith his 
hert pcrced with heuines, and with al ſpede 
tame to Him, where he late. Ind beholoyng 
the roſſall colour, which was wont to be in 
his viſage, tourned into ſalowe, the reſtbuo 

ale, his ruddy lippes wan, + his eien ledy r 

olow , monght vucth kepe him ſelfe frome 
weppng ; but to the entent he wolde not difs 
tomkoꝛt his frend Titus, diſſimalcd his hes 
tincs,+ with a comkoztable countenance des 
maunded of Titus, what was the cauſe of 
his diſeaſe,blaming him of vnkindnes, that 
he ſo long had ſuyſteined it, without ginyng 
him knowlage, that he mought foz him haue 

zouided ſome remedy, if anp mougbt haue 

e gotten, thoughe it were with the dilpen⸗ 
ding of al his ſubſtãce. With which woꝛdes 
the moztall ſighes revued in Titus, and the 
lalte tearcs 6:aft out of his eien, in ſach ha 
bundanc?, as it had ben a lande floode rens 
ning do wne of a mountaine after a dome. 
That bcholdiag Giſippus, + beyng allo res 
ſolued into teares , moſt tertly deſired him, 
and (as J mottght ſat) coniured h'm, toʒ the 
keruèt and entter toue that had hene, and pet 
was betwene them, that he wolde no lenger 
hide frome him his griefe, + that there was 
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nothynge to hym ſo deere oz pꝛecious ( als 
thoughe it were his owne life) that mought 
reſloze Titus to helthe, but that he Choulde 
gladdelp, and withoute grutchynge emplote 
it. with whiche wozdes, obteſtacions, and 
teares of Giſippus, Titus conftreigned, all 
blaſhynge and aſſhamcd, holdyng downe 
his headde , brought furthe with great diffis 
tultee his woldes in this wiſe, 
ie wo: C My dere and moſte louyng krende, with 
des of Tis diaw pour frendlp offers, ceſſe of pour cours 
tus to Gi: tatſie, refraine pour tcrarcs and regretinges, 
Cippus, take rather your knife + lea me here where 
Ilie, oz otherwiſe take vengeaunce on me, 
moſt miſerable and falſe traitour vnto you, 
and of all other moſte woꝛthte to ſuffre mo 
hamekull deathe. Fcz where as god of nas 
ture, like as He hath geuen to vs ſimilitude 
in all the partes of our bodpe,ſo had he cons 
iopned our willes, ludies ayd appetites tos 
gither in one, ſo that betwen men was neuer 
like concoꝛde 4 loue, as 3 ſuppoſe: ud now 
notwithſtäding, only with the loke of a wo⸗

and that alſo what ſo pe lyked was euer to 
mee in lpke degree plealaunt. what wyll ye 
moze: Gilipp® J cap, vour truſt is the cauſe 
that Jam intrapp:d. The rapes oz beames 
illuyng from the epen of hir, whom pe haue 
choſen, with the rememb1ance of hir intom⸗ 
parable v:rtues, hath thzilled throughout 
the middes or my heart, and in ſuche wyſe 
bzenneth it, that aboue all thinges J deſire 
to be out of this wietched and moſt vnkynd 
lyfe, whiche is not wozthy the company of 
ſo noble and loupng a frende as pe be . Ind 
ther with Titus concluded his conkeſſion, 
with ſo pzofounde and bitter a ſygh, reccps 
ued with teares, that it ſeemed, that all hts 
body ſhoulde be diſſolued and relented in to 
ſalte dꝛopes.

Itnowlage my folpe, 
wher with pe haue with good right umbzai⸗ 
ded me, that in ſgewing to pon hir, wlom 3 
loued, J remembzed not the commune aftate 
ok our nature, ne tlie agreghicncs, or (as f 
mought Cate) the vnitee of our two appeti⸗ 
tes. Sure ip that defaute can be bp no teſon 
cxcuſed. Wherfoze it is onely 7, that hane 
offended.

Pape 
god fozbede, that in the frendſhip of Fiſips 
pus and Titus, ſhulde happen anp ſuſpiti⸗ 
on:0z that any fantaſy ſhuid per cc my head, 
whereby that honourable loue betwen: vs, 
ſhulde be the mountcenance of a crumme pes 
eiſhed, Nay nay Titus, it is, as 3 hauc (aid 
the onelp pꝛouidente of god: he was by him 
from the begpaning pꝛepared to be pour ta⸗ 
dy and wifc, Foz ſuche fer uent loue entreth 
not into the herte of a wyle man aud v rtt- 
ous, but by a diuine diſpoſicion: wher:at

deryſon of all men, and ſo hated of all 
my kynred,that thei Hall ſcke occaſion to ex 
pulſc me out of this citee, thinkyng me to be 
a notable rcpzoche to all my family. But let 
nod theria warke, ? fozce not what peine 
that Jabide, ſo that pe my frende Titus, 
may he Caufe, and pleaſant p eniop your des 
ſp:es, to the encreaſpng of your fclicitce , 

With theſe wo;des Titus beganne to 
meue, as it were out of a dzeame, and doub⸗ 
tyng, whether he heard Gilippus ſpeake, oz 
elles ſawe but a viſion , lave (if as a man 
abaſſhed . But whan he behelde the teares, 
trickelpn ge do wne by the face of Giſippus, 
he than recomfozted him, and thankyng him 
foz his intomp ar able kyndneſſe, refuſed the 
benefite that he offred, laſyng: that it were 
better, that a hundzed ſuche vnkpnde wet: 
ches, as be was, ſhulde periſhe, than ſo no: 
ble a man, as was Piſippus, huide ſuſteine 
repꝛoche 02 domage. But Siſippus eftcſoos 
nes comfo:ted Titus, and therewith ware 
and pzoteftcd , that with free and glad wyll

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afoꝛeſaid accompliſhed, and ther with inbꝛa⸗ 
ted aud lwetely kiſſed gitus. Who pertei⸗ 
uinge the matter ſure, and not feigned, as a 
man not ſicke, but one!y aw aked ont of hig 
lept, ſet him ſel fe vp in his bed: the guiche 
blud ſomewhat reſozted vnto his viſage, s 
after a lite good meates and dzinkes taken, 
he was ſho tely and in a fewe daies relt01ed 
into his o'de facion and figure.

tarp pou in confectynge myne intente and 
meanypnge ; pe all knowe, frome whens 
camme vnto this citee , that of — 
fou de in the houſe of Chʒemes, his ſonne 
Giſippnus , of mine owne age, and in tuery 
thynge lo like to me, that neither his father, 
noz any other man coulde diſterne of vs the 
one from the other, but by our own inſignes 
ment oz ſhewyng: in ſo muche as there were 
put about our neckes laces of ſundzp colozs 
to declare our per onages. MOhat mutuall

him ſel te in a ſwan, a bull, and diuers other 
likeneſſes:the ſame lone that cauſed Bercys 
les, the vainquiſher and deſtroper of Pon: 
ſters and Gtantes, fo ſpinne on a rocke,flts 
ting among maſdens in a womans appa⸗ 
raile : the Came lone that cauſed to aſembig 
al the noble p. inces of Aſia andGrece in the 
ficldes of Trop:the lame loue J (af, againſt 
whole aflaultes map be found no defence) 
reſiſtence, hath ſod aineip and vnware ſtrb 
ken me vnto the herte, with ſuche vehemence 
and mighte, that Þ had in ſhozte ſpace died 
with moſt keruent tourmentes, had not the 
incomparable frendſhip of Gifippus holp? 
me. J ſce,you wold fame know, who ſhe is, 
that loued. J will no lenger delate pou no⸗ 
ble Ithenienſes: It ts Sophzonia, the lady, 
whome S iſippus had choſen to haue to his 
wike, and whonie he moſte entterlpe toned, 
But whan his moſte gentill here perteiued, 
that my {ove was in a muche higher degree 
than his toward that ladp, and that i: pzoct 
ded neither of wantonnes, neither of long! 
conucrſacio,nozof any other coxrupt deſit 
oz tantaſie, but in an inſtante, by the oneiyt 
loke, and with ſuche feruence, that immedb 
tip J was ſo cruciate, that J deſired, n 
A chat 45 mought pzogoked deth to take 7 
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He by his wil dõ ſone peretiued, (as J dout 
not but that pe do) that it was the vet p pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion of god, that ſhe ſhnid be my wife, and 
not his, wherto he geuing place, + moze eltcz 
ming true frendſhip , than the louc of a wo⸗ 
mi, wher vato he was induced by his frivs 
xnot by violence of Tupide coſtrained as J 
am, hath willpngly graunted to me the inte⸗ 
reſt that he had in the damoſeli, And it is J 
Titus, that haue verily wedded hir, J haue 
put the rynge on hir finger, J haue vndone 
the gy;dcil of ſhamefaſtenes, what will ye 
moze, J haue lien with hir, and contyzmed 
the Matrimonp, and made hir a wpke. 

(It theſe woꝛdes al thei that were pꝛeſent 
began to murmur, and to caſt a diſdainous 
and greuous loke vpon Gilippus. Than 

ake againe Tits, 

Leauc pour gtradgepnges and menaſpnge 
tountenaunce, to warde Gilippus, he hache 
done to pou all honour, and no deede ok re- 
poche. 7 telle vou, he hath atcompipſhed all 
the partes of a Frende: that one, whiche 
was molt ccrtaine, hath he continued, 

He knewe, he mought kynde in Grece an o⸗ 
ther may den, as kapze and as ryche as thys 
that he had choſen, and one perchance, that 
he mought loue better. But ſuch a frende, as 

was (hauing reſpce to our limilitude, the 

nge appzou:d concozde, alſo myne aſtate x 
condicion, he was ſure to fynd neucr none, 
Alo the damolcli cuſlereth no dilpergement 
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in hir bloude, oꝛ hfnderance in hir marſage, 
but is much rather aduaunted (no diſpzaiſe 
to mp dere krende Giſippus ). Aiſo conſidex 
noble Ithenièſes, that J toke her not my fas 
ther liuing, whan pe mought haue ſuſpected 
that as well hir ryches as hir beautce , (hald 
haue thereto allured me: but ſone after my 
fathers deccaſe, whan J far exceded hir in 
poſſeſſions ar.d ſubſi aunce , whan the moſte 
notable men of Rome and of Italp, deſired 
mine aitaunce. pe haue therfozc all cauſe to 
retorvſe and thanke Giſippus, and not to be 
angry,and alſo to extol his wonderful kind 
nes to warde me, wherby he hath wonne me 
and all my bloude ſuche frendes to pou and 
pour citce , that pe maſe bc aTured,to be by 
vs defendcd againſt all the wozlde : whiche 
bepno conſidered, Gilippus hath well defer 
ued a ſtatue 02 image of golde, to be ſet on a 
piller, in the middes ot pour citce, fo an hos 
noꝛable monument, in the remembzaunce of 
our incoparable frendſhip, and of the good 
that therby maſe come to pour citee But if 
this pcrſuaſio can not ſatiſfy pou, but that 
pe will imagine any thing to the domage of 
my dere trend Gilippus, after mp departing 
J make minc auowe vnto god, crcatour of 
all thing.that as I (hal haue knowlage ther 
of, I hal fo:thwith reſczte hithcr, with the 
inufncible power of the f oma nes, and res 
uenge him tn ſuch wiſe againſt his en mies, 
that al Grete ſhal ſpeake of it to they} dun 
tu 
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tn all diſhonour, ſame, and repꝛoche. 
C Ind ther with Titus and Giſippus roſe, 
bat the other foz feare of Titus diſſembled 
their malice, making lemblaunte, as thei had 
ben with all thyng contented, 
¶ Done after Titus beyng ſent foz by the 
autoitee of the ſenate and people of Rome, 
pzepared to depart out of Ithenes , + wolde 
faine haue had Giſippus to haue gone with 
him offring to deuide with him all his ſubs 
ſtance and foztune. But Gilippus, onſide⸗ 
ryng ho we neteſſarie his counſaile ſhulde be 
to thr eſtee of Pthenes wolde not depart out 
ofhis countrep, notwithſtã ding that aboue 
all erthly thinges , he moſte deſired the coms 
pany of Titus: whiche abode alſo, fox the 
ſaled coulider action, Titus appꝛoued. 
C Titus with his lady is d:partcd towar⸗ 
des the eit e of Rome, Where at their com 
minge, thei were of the mother of Titus, 
his kinſmen, and of al the ſenate and people 
iopoully receiued. Ind there [ſued Tit®with 
his lady in iope inexplicable, and had by hir 
many katre childzen : and foz his wiſedome 
and learning was ſo highely eſteemed, that 
there was no dignites oz honourable office 
within the citee, that he had not with machs 
favour and pꝛaiſe achieued and occupied. 
¶ But now let vs reſozt to Fiſippus, who 
immediatelp vpon the departing of Titus, 
was ſo maligned at, as well by his owne 
» as by the krendes of the lady, that 
K+ ith be 
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he, to their ſeming ſhamefull y abadoned, lea⸗ 
uing hir to Titua, that thet ſpared not dais 
ly to verc him with all kindes of repzoche, 
that thei could deuiſe oz imagine: and kyꝛſt 
they excluded hym oute of thepz coaunſaile, 
and pzohth'ted from hym al honeſt copany, 
And yet not beynge therewith ſati(ficd , fps 
nally they adiudged him vn wozthy to en op 
any poſſeſſions oz goodcs, left to him by his 
parentcs, whome he ( as thet ſuppoſed ) by 
his vndelcrete frendſhyppe hadde lo diſt ay⸗ 
ned. Whercfoze they diſpotled hym of all 
thinges, and almoſt naked, crpelled him out 
of the citce; Thus is Gilippus, late welthy, 
and one of the moſte noble men ok Ithenes, 
for his kynde hert, baniſhed his owne coun⸗ 
trey foz euer, ⁊ as a mi diſmaped, wandzing 
Hither » thither , findpng no man that wolde 
ſocour him, At the laſt remembzyng in what 
plelure his fred Titus liued with his lady, 
to who he ſuſfred theſc domages, concluded 
to go to Rome, and declare his inkoztune to 
his Caied frend Titus, what Chal nede a long 
tale: in concluſion, with muche peine, colde, 
Lunger, and thurſt, he is commen to the citee 
of Rome, and diligentely enquiryng foz the 
touſe of Titus, at the laſte he came to it:but 
beholdpng it ſo beautifull, large, and pꝛyn⸗ 
cely, he was aſh amed to appꝛoche nigh to it, 
beyng in ſo ſymple aſtate and vnklad , but 
ſtandeth by, that in caſe Titus came fozthe 


out of his house monght pacſent him my 
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to him. He beyng in this thought, Titus hols 
dyng his lady by the hande , iſſued out from 
his dooꝛe, and takyng their hozſes to ſolace 
them lelke, beheld Gilippus, and beholdyng 
his vyle apparaile, regarded hym not, but 
paſſed furthe on theyz wate. wherewith Gi⸗ 
ſippus was foo wounded to the herte, thin⸗ 
kyng Titus hadde contempned his foztune, 
that oppꝛeſſed with moꝛt all heuines, fel in a 
ſowne. but bepnge recouered by ſome that 
ſtode by, thinking him to be liche, foꝛth with 
departed, entendyng not to abide any léger, 
but as a wild beaſt to wander abzode in the 
world, But foz werincs he was cofrained 
to etre into an old barne, without the citee, 
where he caſting him ſeife on the bare grog2 
with weppnge + dolozous cripnge bewailed 
his foxtune:2But moſt of all accuſing the ins 
gratitude of Titus, foꝛ whom he ſufred all 
that miſcrp:the remeb:ance wherof was fa 
intoller able, that he determined no lenger to 
liue in that anguiſhe 7 dolour. And therwith 
dꝛew his knife, purpoling to haue ll ain him 


ſelfe. But euer wiledome ( whiche he by thhe 


ſtudy ok hiloſophy had attcined)withdzew 
him frome that deſperate acte, And in this 
coutencion, betwene wiledome and wil, fas 
tigate with long iourneis and watche, oz as 
god wolde haue it, he kell into a depe klepe.

In the meane 
time a commune and notable ruffi oz theke, 
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which? had robbed and flaine a man: was 
entred into the barne, where Gilippus late: 
to the entente to loio me there al that nighte, 
And ſcing Gilippus bewept, and his vil age 
rt pleniſhed with loꝛo we, and alſo the naked 
kntfe by him, pertetued well, that he was a 
man deſperate, 2 ſuppꝛiſed with heauincfle 
of hertc, was werie of his lite : whiche the 
ſaied ruffian takyng fox a good occaſion to 
eſcape, toke the knife of & iſippus, and puts 
ting it in the wound of him that was ſlain, 
— it all bloudy in the hande of Giſippus, 

eyng faſt a ſlepe, and ſo departed. & one af 
ter the deade man beyng kounde, the officers 
made diligent lerche foz the murderer: at the 
laſt thei entring info the barne, and finding 
Siſippus on \lepe, with the bloudp knife in 
his hande, awaked him, whcrwith he entred 
againe into his olde ſozowes, complaining 
his euil foxtune , But whan the officers laid 
vnto him the deathe of the man, and the has 
uynge ok the bloudy knife, thereat reiopſed, 
thanking god, that ſuch occaſion was haps 
ned, wherby he ſhoulde ſuffre deathe by 
lawes, and eſcape the violence of his owne 
handes. Wherkoze he denied nothyng that 
was laide to his charge, deſpzinge the offi» 
ters to make haſte that he mought be ſhoztly 
out of his like. Wherat thet meru ailed. Xs 
n6: repozt came to the ſenat, that ami was 
ſlaine, and that a ſtraunger, and a Greeks 
bozne, was found in ſuch fozme, as is does 
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mene o ned. Thei fozthwith comanded hin 
to be bzonghte vnto their pꝛeſente, ſpttynge 
there at that time, Titus being tha zonſul, 


oz in other line dignitec, The milcrable Gi: 


ſi\ppus was bzoughte ts the barre, with bes 
les and ſtaues like a felon , of whom it was 
demaunded, ik heſlewe the man, that was 
founden deade. He nothynge denied, but in 
moſte Coz0wfull maner curſcd his foz*'une, 
naminge him ſeife of all other moſte miſeras 
ble, At the laſte one demaundynge him, of 
what countrey he was, he confeſſed to be an 
Athentenſe, and ther with he caft his ſ0z0ws 
fulle epen vppon Titus, with muche indt⸗ 
gnation, and bzaſt out into ſyghes and teas 
res abundantly : that beholding Titus, and 
eſpiyng by a lyttel ſigne in his viſage, wohl 
che he une we, that it was his dere krend Gi⸗ 
ſippus, and anone conſideryng, that he was 
b,ought into diſpaire by ſome miſadutture 
role out of his place, where he Cate, and fal- 
lyng on his knees befoze the Judges, ſafed, 
that he had Haine the man, foz olde malice 
that he bare towarde hem, and that Giſip⸗ 
pus, beynge a ſtraunger, was gyltleſſe, and 
all men mought perte ue, that the other was 
a deſperate perſon. Wherfoze to abbzeui⸗ 
ate his (010 wcs, he conkelſed the acte, whers 
of he was innoctt, to thintent that he wold 
finiſhe his ſozowes with death. Wherfoze 
Titus deſired the iudges, to geue ſentence 
on him, accozding to his mcrites , But Gls

ſippus , perteiuinge his frende Titus (cons 
trary to his expectacion)to offre him ſelf to

der. Titus denied it, and affirmed with rea⸗ 
ſors and argumentes, that he was the mur⸗ 
derer, and not Giſippus. Thus thet of long 
time, with abundance ok teares contended, 
which: of them ſhuid die foz the other, wher 
at ali the ſenate and people were wonderiye 
abaſhed, not knowyng what it mente. The | 
murderer in dede, hapned to be in the pzeaſe 
at that tyme, who percciuinge the meruap⸗ 
tous contentiõ of theſe two perſons, which 
were bothe innotent, and that it pzoceded of 
an — krendchip, was vehemently 
pꝛouoked to difcouer the trouth, Wherkoze 
be brake through the pzeaſe , and comminge 
befoze the ſenate,ſpake in this wyſe,

pe kno we haue bene a commune baratour $ 
thefe by a longe ſpace of peres:pe know al⸗ 
ſo,that Titus is of a noble blud, and ts aps

Wher vnto now J remitte 
me holly, rather thi this noble mã Titus, 03 
this innocẽt ſtranger ſhuld vuwozthily die. 
T Hercat all the Senate, and peopie tohe 


tomkozte, and the noiſe of retopting hertes 


filled all the tourte. Ind whan it was furs 
ther examined, Giſippus was diſconeced, 
the frendfhyp bet wene him and Titno was 
thzoughe out the citce publiſhed, cxtolled, 
and magnified. Wherkoe the ſenate conſut{ 
ted of this matter, and fynally at the inſtãce 
of Titus and the people, diſcharged the fe⸗ 
lon. Titus recogniſed his negligence, in foꝛ⸗ 
gettyng Giſippus. Ind Titus bepnge ad⸗ 
teetiſed of the exile of Giſippus, and the di⸗ 
ſpitefull crueltee of his kynrede , was ther⸗ 
with wonderfuil wiath, and hauyng Siſip⸗ 
pus home to tyis gouſe( where he was with 
{ncredtbile (oy recefued of the ladye , whome 


-ſometpme ge ſhulde haue wedded) honoura⸗ 


bly apparayled him: and there Titus o ffred 
to him, to vſe all his goodes and poſſeſſions 
at his owne pleaſure and appetite. But Gi⸗ 
ſippus,deſyzynge to bee againe in his pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛe countrepe, Citus by the conlents 2 the 
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Senate and people, aſſembled a great army, 
and wente with Gilitppus vato Athenes, 
where he hauyng deliuered to him all thoſe, 
whiche were cauſers of baniſſhyng and dts 
ſpoplong of his frende #tſppus , dydde on 
them ſh arpe execution, and reſtozpng to Gi⸗ 
ſippus his landes and ſubſt ante, ſtabliſched 
him in perpetuall qufetnes , and ſo retour 
ned to Rome,

and leaders of m. Ind that as obedicnce is 
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ctfou 03 motion pe do ſpe ae oz do nothing 
vnwoꝛthy the ſmmoztalitec + moſte pzecious 
nature of pour ſoule, and remembzyng that 
pour bodpe is ſubiette to cozrupcion, as all 
other be, and life time vntertaine. If ve foz⸗ 
get not this commune aſt ate, and do alſo res 
membze, that in nothing but onely in vertue 
pe are better than an other inferiour perſs 2 
Yzeſila2s, Jccozdyng to the ſaipng of Igeſilaus, kyng 
of Lacedemones, who hering the great kyng 
of Perſia pzaiſed, aſked howe muche that 
great kyng was moe than he in iuſtice. Ind 
Socrates HÞHocrates, beyng demaunded, ik the kyng of 
* Perſia ſemed to hym happy: J can not tell 
cated he) of what eſtimacion he is in vertue 
and learning. Lonſider al ſo, that auctozites 
being wel and diligently ved, is but a token 
of ſupertozitee, but in very dede it is a burdẽ 
and loſſe of libertee 
And what gouernoz in this wile knoweth 
Him ſelfe, he hal alſo by the ſame rule know 
al other wen,» hal nedes loue them, foꝛ wh6 
he taketh labours, and foꝛſaketh libertee. 
In ſemblable maner, the inferiour perſon 
oꝛ ſubiecte ought to conſider , that all bee it 
as Jhanelpoken ) he in the ſubftaunce of 
coule and body, is eqttail with his ſuperio;:;

C Jniury apparaut and with power infozs 
ced, either mate be with itke power reſiſted, 
oz with wiſedome eſchy2d , oz with cntreas 
tie retreigned. But where it is by craftie en⸗ 
gine imagined, ſubtilly pꝛepared, coucrtes 
ly diſſembled, and diſceitefullye pꝛattpſed, 
ſurely no man map by ſtrength withſt and it, 
oꝛ by wiſedome eſcape it, 82 by any other 
maner of meane reſiſte 02 auopde it. Wher⸗ 
fo e of all injuries , that whiche is done by 
fraude, is moſt hozrtble and deteſtable, not 
in the opinion of man onelp, but alſo in the 
Cight and indgement of god. Foz vnto him 
nothyng mate be acceptable, wher in lacketh 
veritee, called commonly truth, he him ſelfs 
bepng all verilee: and all thyng conteinyng 
bneruth, is to him cotrarious and aduerſe, 
And the deuill is called a lier, and the father 
ofieaſynges, Wherfoze all thyng, whiche in 
viſage oz apparance pzetendeth to be any o⸗ 
ther tha verily it is, mai be named a lealing. 
the execucion wherof is fraude, whiche is in 
effecte but vntrouthe, enemie to truthe, and 
conſequently ennemp to god. Foz fraude is, 
(as experience teachcth vs) an euill diſteite, 
craftiily imagined and deuiſed, which vnder 
& colour of truthe and ſimplicitee, indoma⸗

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tauſe it is euill, it can by no meanes be letul. 
Wyherkoꝛe it is repugnant vnto tuſtice. 


¶ The Nea itanes, and Nolanes (people The fraud 
in Italy) contended togither fo the limites of an arbi 
and boundes of their landes and fieldes, tour. 


Ind foz the dilcuſſyng of that controuerſie, 
eſther of theim lente their ambaſadours to 
the lenate and people of Rome (in whom at 
that time was thought to be the moſte excel⸗ 
lent knowlage and erecucion of iuſtite) des 
ſyꝛyng of them an indifferent arbltour, and 
ſuch as was ſubſtancially learned in the las 
wes Ciuile, to determine the variante, that 
was betwene the two citees: compꝛomit⸗ 
tynge thepm ſelfes in the name of all thefr 
countrep , to abyde and per kourme all ſuch 
Ccntence and awarde, as ſhoulde be by hem 
geuen. The ſenate appointed fo: that pur⸗ 
poſe one named Quintus Fabius Labeo, 
whom thet accounted to be a man of greate 
wiſedome and learning. Fabius, after that 
he was come to the place, which was in cons 
trouerſpe, he ſcparatynge the one people 
from the other, communed with theim bothe 
apart, erlzoztyng the one and the other, that 
thet wolde not do oz deſire any thynge with 
a couetous minde, but in treadpnge out of 
their boundes , rather go ſhozte thcrof than 
ouer. Thei,dopng actoꝛdynge to his exhoz- 
tacion, left betwene both compantes a great 
guantitee of grounde, whiche at this dai we 


cal batable, That perceiuinge Fabius, afs 
ſigned 
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Cigned to cuery of them the boũdes that thef 
them ſelues had appointed, Ind al that lãde 
whiche was lefte in the middes, he adiudged 
to the Senate and people of Rome. That 
mancr of dealing(ſaith Tully is to tecctue, 
and not to gene iudgement. Ind verilp cue⸗ 
ry good mã will thinke, that this lacke of ty 
ſtice in Fabius, being a noble man + well ler 
ned, was a great repzoche to his honour .

Foz the leage oz truce, wherin krend⸗ 
ippe and libertee was entended, whiche 
cauſed the Gabaonites to bee polden, was 
not dulpe oblerued, whiche was clereiy as 
gainſte Juſtice,

Foz in vertue mate be nothing 
fucate oz counterfaite: But therin is onely 
the image of veritee, called Simplicitee. 
Whertoze Tully , beinge of the opinion of 
Antipater the philoſopher ſaſthe: To cons 
tile any thynge, whiche thou kno weſte, to 
the entent that foz thyne owne pꝛofite thou 
woldeſt an other, who ſhal take any domage 
oz benefite thereby, houlde not knowe it, is 
not the atte of a perſon playne oz ſimp e, 0x 
of a man honeſt, iuſte, 02 good: but rather 
of a perſon craftie, vngentill, ſub till, decett⸗ 
kult, malicious, and wylp. 

And aftcr he ſaieth, iRcaſon ecquireth, 
that nothing be done by treaſon, nothing by 
diſſimulacid, nothing by diſceite. Whiche he 
ercciicntly (as he doth all thyng) afterward 
in a b2icfc concluſton pꝛoueth, Laipng : Nas 
ture is the fountaine wherok the lawe ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth, and it is accoꝛdyng to nature, no man 


to do that, wherby he (huld take ( as it were)

Ok this matter T uliy wꝛiteth many pꝛo⸗ 

ber craples and quicke ſolucions. But now

che is the excellency of this vertne ſu⸗ 
ſtice, that the pꝛactiſe thereof hath not 
only obteined digne comedact6 of ſuch 
perſons,betwene whom hath bene mozs 
tali hoſtilitee, but alſo oftentimes, hath ers 
tine the ſame Yoſtilitee. And the ficrs hertcs 
of mutual ennemies hath ben therby rather 
Cubdued,than by armure oz ſtrength of peo⸗ 
plc:as it hal appere by cxamplcs enſupng, 
Treaſon ¶ Whan the valiant kynge Syzrhus wars 
dated o bed moſte aſpzely againſt the Komains, one 
ennemles Ttmocharcs, whoſe ſonne was peoman foz 
the mouthe with the kyng , pzomiſed to figs 
bztcins,than being tonſul, to lea king By:? 
rus:which thig being to the ſenate repozted, 
by their ambaſſade, warned the kinge to be 
ware of ſich maner of treaſon, ſaiyng: The 
Romatines mainteined their warres with 
armes, and not with poyſon. Ind pet not 
withſt andyng thet diſcouered not the name 
of Timochares, ſo that thei embꝛaced equi⸗ 
tet as wel in that thei ſlewe not theit _ 
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by treaſon, as alſo that they betrayed not 
him, whiche purpoſed them kyndnes. 
¶ In ſo muche was Juſtice of olde time ex 
ſtemed, that without it none acte was alo⸗ 
wed, were it neuer fo noble oꝛ pzofitable. 
¶ Wuat time Terxes, ning of Perſia, with 
his army was expulſed out of Grete, all the 
naupe of Lacedemonia laie at rode in an ha 
uen, called Gptheum; within the dominiõ of 
the Athenten les. Themiſtocics, one of the 
pzinces of Ithenes, a muche noble capit ain, 
ſaied vnto the people, that he hadde aduiſed 
hym ſe!fc of an crceliente counſatle, where 
vnto if foztune inclined, nothyng monghte 
moze augment the po wer of the Ithenicles; 
but it ought not to be diuulgat 02 publiſhed, 
He thcrefoze delired to haue one appointed 
vnto him, to whom he mought ſecretly difs 
touer the enterpztſe , Where vpõ there was 
aſſigned to him one Ariltides , who fo his 
vertue was ſurnamed rightwiſe . @ hcmts 
ſtocles declared to him, that his purwle was 
to put fire in the nauy of Lacedenones, whi⸗ 
che lay at Eitheum, to thentent that it being 
bꝛenned, the dominton, and hole power ouer 
the ſea, ſhoulde be oneip in the Ithentenſes. 
This deuiſe hearde and perceined, Iriſtt⸗ 
des comming befoze the people, (ated: T 
counCatle of Themiſtocles was very pꝛoki⸗ 
table, but the enterpzile was diſhoneſte and 
againſte iuſtice. The people hearyng that 
the acte was not honcſt oz iuſte, cried with 
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one voice, © oz yet crpedſent, Ind furth with 
thei commaunded Themtſtocles, to eeſſe his 
cuterv;tſe. Wherby this noble people declas 
red, that in euerp act, ſpeciall regarde, and 
abou? all thyng, conſ{ideractou ought to be 
had of Juſtice aud Honcltte, 


C Of faith oz fidelitce , called in latin

nes. Bit thei beyng bulied about the pꝛepa⸗ 
rations fox the defence of It aby, aud alſo of 
the citee, againſte the intoller able power of 
Innthal,hauing alſo late, two of their moſt 
valiaunt capitaines, Bublius Scipio, and 
Lucius Scipio, with a great hoſte of Ro⸗ 
mains, ſlaincby Innib all in Spapne, des 
ferred to ſend any ſpedy ſncconrs to the Sa 
guntines. But not withſtandpnae that In⸗ 
niball deſired to haue with thein amitec,ofs 
keryng them p2ace, with their citee and goo: 
des at libertee: Conſideryng that thei were 
bought into extreme necellitce,lackig vitait 
t diſpairing to haue ſuttouts fro the Roma 
Res, zl thinhabitatcs,coforting 2 exhozting 
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ethe other to die, rather than to violate the 
leage and amſtee that thei of long time had 
continued with the Romaines, by one hole 
aſſente, after tei had made lundzpe greate 
pfles of woode and other matter to bzenne, 
thet lafed in it all the ir goodes + ſubſtance, 
Ind laſte of all, conueiyng theim ſelf:s mto 
the Caied piles oꝛ bonefircs , with their wp⸗ 
nes and childzen, ſet all on fyie, s there were 
bzenned,ee Innball coulde entre the eftee, 
C ®emblablc lopaltee was in the inhabys 
tantes of Petilia the ſame tyme, who beyng 
Iykewile beſfeged by Tnniball, Cente fo; ſos 
tours to Romc:But fox the great loſſe, that 
à littel erſte the Romaines hadde ſuſteigney 
8t the bataiil of Cannas, thei coulde in ng 
wypſe delit:r them. W her ſoꝛe the! dilchar⸗ 
ged them of their p:ow ile, and 'icenfed them 
to do that thing, whiche mought be moſt fo 
their laufegard Ey whiche anſwere ther ſes 
med to be dilcharged, +» ſeſul!'y mought hang 
entred into th. fanour of nniball: pet nots 
withſtandyng, this nobie provle, pꝛefert ing 
topalte befoze lte, putting out of heir cite 
their women, + al! that were of peres vnable 
fo thewarres, hat thc mouahte moze frans 
kely fuſteigne famine, obſtinatip defended 
their walles, that in the defence thet all pert- 
thcd. So that whii #nntvall! was entred, he 
found, that he ts-enot the citee, but rather 
the ſtpulche of the lopall citee Metilta.

a Howe much ought all they , in whom ie The foms 
an poꝛcion of gentiil courage, cndeugure medacton 
them ſel fes, to bee al waies truſty and lopall ot (opaltis 
fo their ſouereigne, who putteth theim in 
truſte, oz hath bene to theim beneficiail, as 
well reaſon exhoꝛteth, as alſo ſundꝛy cxam⸗ 
ples ot noble perſonages, whiche as com⸗ 
pendfouſly as J can, J willi nowe bzinge to

. at tyme Sau, foꝛ his greuous offen⸗ 
tes was abãdoned of a'mightle god ( whom Faithefuls 
of a very pooꝛe maus ſonne, Cod auaunted is in ſ 
to thc kingdom? of Jſracl ) and that Dauid letics. 
being his ſeruant, and as pooze a mans ſon 
as he, was elected by god to reigne in Jf- 
ract!, and annoynted kynge by the priophete 
Samuel. Haul beyng ther koze in a tage, bas 
nig indignaciõ at Dauidp, urſucd him with 
a greatc hoſte to haue — — who ( as 
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long as he mought) fled, and fozbare Saul 
as his ſotterain lozd. On a time Dauld was 
Co incloſed by the armpe of Saul, that he 
mought by no wales eſcape, but was faing 
to hide him + his men, in a greate caue, whi⸗ 
che was wpde and depe in the erth During 
the time that he was in the caue, Saul „not 
knowing therof, entrcd into the caue, to do 
uis natur all eaſement:whiche the pcople of 
Dauid perceiuig, cxhozted him to lea Saul 
hauyng ſuche opoztunitee, ſaiyng: Cod had 
bzought his ennem into his andes, + that 
Saul being latne, the warre were all at an 
ende, conſidering that the people loued bet⸗ 
ter Dauid thi Saul, But Dantd, refuſing 
their counſatle, ſaied:Be wolde not late vio 
lente handes on his ſoner aigne loꝛde, beyng 
a kyng enoynted of god: but ſoftcly appꝛo⸗ 
ched to Haul, and cut of a peace of the nes 
ther part of his mãtel.

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¶ Yet not withſtandyng, after ward he pur 
ſued him in Gaddy. Ind in anighte, whan 
Saule and his armp were at reſte, and that 
Tautd by an eſptail , uucwe thet weere all 
faſt on flepe, toke with him a certaine of the 
moſt aſſured and valiant perlonages of his 
hoſte, and in moge ſecrete wiſe came to the 
pauilyon of kynge Saule, where he founde 
him Cleppag,haupng by him Lis ſpeate, and 
a cuppe with water: Mherkoze one of the 
companye of Dauid ſaied, that he with the 
ſpeare of Saul, wolde ſtrike hin: tchzough, 
and lea him. Maie ſaied Dauid, our (ode 
fozbede, that J ſuffre my ſoueraigne loꝛd to 
be ſlaine. Foz he is aunoputed of god. And 
therwith he toke the ſpcare with the cuppe 
of water. Ind whan he was a good diftace 
from the hoſt of Saul, hc cried with a loude 
voice to Fbner, whiche was than marſhall 
ofthe army of Saule, who aunſwered and 
ſaizd, what art thou that thus diſeaſeſt the 
kyng, which is nowe at his reſt To whom 
Dautd ſated, Jbner, thou and thy company 
are wozthp deathe, that haue ſo negiſgentiy 
watched your pzince, Where is his {prare, 
and the cup of water, that ſtode at his bed⸗ 
des heade? Surelp pe be but dead men, whã 
he ſhail hne we it. Ind ther with he ſhewed 
the ſpeare and cuppe with witer. Whiche 
aule perceiupng, and hearyng the voyce 
of Dauld, cried vnto hym, ſaipng : 4s not 
this the voice of my deare ſonnc Dauid? J 
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vncrefeſly do purſue hym, and he not withs 


ſtandyng dothe to me good foz cuil. With 
other wozdes, which to abbzeulate the mats 
ter, J paſſe ouer. 

Hiſtozies ¶ This noble hiſtozie, and other (:mblable 
in hang in⸗ either wiought in Treſfe, 02 cunningty pains 
ges. ted, will muche better deſeme the touſes of 
noble men, than the Cöcubtues, and volups 
tuous pliſures of the lame Dauid, and Sas 
lamon his ſonne, whiche be moze frequently 
expꝛeſſed in the hangpnges of houſes and 
coũterpointes, than the vertue and holynes 
of the one, 9: the wile expertmentes of the 
other. Butnowe will J paſſe oucr to hiſtos 
ties, whiche be moze range, and therfoze 3 

ſuppoſe moe pleaſant to the reder. 
Loning ler C Xerres being king of Peeſta, the greate 
wanc, citec of Babylon rebetled agatnſt him, whts 
che was ofſith ſtrength, that the king was 
notof power to ſubdue it: that perceiuyng 
a gentilman, one of the counſaile of kynge 
Ferres, named zopirus, a man of notable 
wiledome, vnwitting to any perſon, did cut 
of his ewne cares and noſe , and pꝛiuily des 
parted fowarde Babylon : And beyng ktios 
wen by theim of the citce, was demaunded, 
who had Lo diſfigured hym. Uinto whore 
he anſwered, with apparan!' tokens of hes 
uines, that fozaſmuche as he had g:ncn to 
Ecrxes counſaile and aduiſe, to bee reconci⸗ 
led vnto their cite, he being meued with ire 
end diſplceſure towarde hem, in — 
| crucll 
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truell wyſe, cauſed hym to bee ſo ſhamekul⸗ 
iy mutulate, Iddyng thervato repzochefuil 
wo2d2s againlk Eerr:s, The Babplanyars 
beholdyng his miſerable a date, and th: tos 
kevs, which (as it ſemed to them) appꝛoued 
his woꝛdes to be true, much pitied him: And 
as w. 11 foz the greatte wpledome, that they 
un we to be in him. as fox the occaſion, whis 
che thei Cappoſed ſhoulde incenſe hym to be 
ſhoztely at:nxzed, made him their chiefe ca⸗ 
pitaine, and committed wholy to hym the 
goyu:rnauace and defence of their tcitce whi⸗ 
che hapened in cue:p thynge accozdpnge to 
his expectacion . Wher vpon he ſhoztly gaus 
notice to the kynge of all his affaires and 
explopturcs , Ind finally ſoo endeuoured 
hym ſelfe, by his wyſedome, that he accozs 
ded the kynge and the citee, withoute any 
lo ſſe oi domage to eith t of theim. Wher⸗ 
foze on a tyme the Cared kpnge Ferxes, cut⸗ 
tyng an odly greate pomegarnate, and bez 
doldyng it fatre and tull of kernelics , ſaied 
in the pꝛeſence at᷑ all his counſatile: : He had 
lauer haue ſuche one frende, as Zopiras 
was, than as manye Babeloneg, as there 
were kernels in the pomegarnate. And alſo 
that he rather wolde, that zopirus wert re⸗ 
ſtcozed again to his noſe, and his cares, than 
to haue a hundzed ſache citecs as Babylon 
was Whiche by the eepo2t of wziters was

treme de ſperacion, ſlewe them ſelifes 2 woz⸗ 
thy and conuenient vengeaunc: fot the mug 
der of ſo noble and valtant a prince. Many 
other lyke examples do rem ine, as well in 
wiltyng as in late ecmemvzaunce , whiche J

one in ſurpluſage, the other in lache. The 3 
ſurpluſage is called Judacitce, the lacke Ti — 
motoſitee o2 feare. I name that Judacitee, 
whiche is an exceſſiue and inozdinate truſte, 
to eſcape all daungers, and cauſeth a mil to 
do ſuch actes, as are not to be ieoperded. Ti Timoꝛo⸗ 
moꝛolitee is as wel whan a man keareth ſts litte. 
che thinges, as bee not to bee feared, as alſo 
whan he feareth thinges to be feared, moze 
tan nedeth , Fo: ſome thinges are neceſſa⸗ 
rie and good to bee feared, and not to fcare 
them is but rebuke. Inkamie and repzoche, 
be of all honeſt men to be dzeade, Ind not to 
feare thinges that be terrible, againſt wht⸗ 
che no power oz witte of man can reſifte, is 
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neſſe, and wo:thye no p2aſſe, as 
earthquakes , rages of greate and ſodaine 
flouddes., whiche dooe beare Do wne befoze 
theim mountatnes and greate to wnes. Al⸗ 
ſo the hazrible furye of ſodatne fyꝛe, des 
vouryng all thing that it app:chendeth , Vet 
a man that is valiant, called in latine Foꝛ⸗ 
tis, ſhall not in ſuche terrible aduentures 
be reſo ued into waillynges oz deſperacion. 
But where fozce conftreignethe bim to as 
byde, and neither power 02 wyledome aſs 
Caicd, maicſuffice to eſcape , but woll he 03 
no, he muſte nedes perilſhe, there dothe he 
paciently ſuſteigne deth, which is the end of 
all euils. And like as an excellent Phiſicion 
cureth moſte dangerous diſealcs and dead⸗ 
ly woundes:\o dothe a man tbat is valiant, 
auaunce hym ſel fe as inuincible in thpnges 
that do ſeme mo ſte terrible, not vnaduiſed⸗ 
ly, and as it wire in a beaſtip rage, but ot a 
gentile courage, and with pꝛemeditacion, 
either by victozy , oꝛ by deathe winning hoe 
noꝛ and perpetuall memozy, the (uſt reward 
of their vertue. 

¶ Ot this maner of valiaunte was Ho1a-s 
tius Cocles, an ancient Romaine, of whoſe 
exãple 7 haue alredy wꝛittẽ in the firſt boke, 
where J comended the feate of ſwimminge. 
Hirrhus, whome Inntball eſtemed to be 
the ſeconde of the moſte valiant capitaincs, 
aſſaultynge aſtronge foꝛtreſſe in Sicile cals 


led Ertce , fixlte of all other (caled the _ 
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tes, where he behaued him ſo valiantly, that 
of ſuche as reſiſted ſome he lle we, and other 
by his mae dee and kierſe countenaunte he 
dyd diſcomfyt. Ind finally bekoze any of his 
armie, entred the walles, and there alone ſus 
ſteigned the hole bꝛunt of vis enemies, vntill 
his people, whiche were without, at the l alt 
miſyng him, ſtered partly with ſhame, that 
thei had ſo loſt him, partlo with his coura⸗ 
gious example,toke good hert, and iutoꝛced 
theim ſelues in ſuche wyſe, that they tlym⸗ 
med the walles, and came to the ſuccour ot 
Ppꝛrhus, and ſo by his pꝛoweſſe wannc the 
garriſon, - $064 
47 MOhat valiant beet was tn the Romaine 
Mutius Scenola , whiche whan Pozrena, 

kyng of Ethzuſcanes, had by great power, 
tonſtreigned the Romatnes , to keepe theim 
within their citee, tone on hym the habite of 
a begger, and with a ſwo2de pꝛiuily hyd vn⸗ 
der his garment, went to the encenies campe, 
where he being taken (oz a begger, was no⸗ 

thpng miſtruſted: aud whan he had eſpied 
the kynges pauilion, he dꝛewe him thither, 

where he kounde diuers noble men ſyttyng. 

But foz as much as he certainly knewe not, 
whiche of theim was the kynge, at the latte 
perceiutng one to be in moze tiche apparaile 
than any of the other, and luppoſpug hym 
to be Pozeena, he cr any manne cſpied him, 
ſtepte to the Taped lozde, Ind with his 

ſwoozde gane hem ſuche a ſtroke, that ho 

F fit imme⸗ 
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immedtat ly died. Ind Steuola being taken 
(fo: he coulde not eſtape ſuche a multitude} 
oldiy confeſſed, that his hande creed, and 
that his entente was to haue llaine kynge 
Pozcena., WMher with the kinge { as reaſon 
was) ell chauffed, commaunded a great fire 
fozthwith to be made, wheri Sccuola ſhuld 
haue ben bzenned, but he nothinge abaſhed, 
Cated to the kynge : Thynke not Pozcena, 
that by my deathe onely, thou maiſte eſcape 
the handes of the Romatnes, fo; there be in 
th: citee the hundzed ponge men, ſuche as J 
am, that be pꝛepared to lea the by one mea: 
nes 02 other, and to the accopiiſhmcnt thees 
of, be alſo determined to ſuffre all fourmens 
tes, whcrof thou ſhalte haue of me an cxpe⸗ 
riente in thy ſyght : and incontinently went 
to the kyꝛe, whiche was made fo: to bꝛenne 
hym, and with a gladde countenance didde 
put his hande into the flame, and there helde 
it without chaungeyng of any countenance, 
bntille his Cafed hande was bꝛenned vnto 
aſſhes. In lykewiſe he wolde haue put his 
other hande into the fire, if he had not bene 
withdzawen by 1Do2cena, who wonderinge 
at the valiant courage of Sceto1a, licenced 
hym to retourne vnto the citee. But whan 
he conſpdered, that by the woꝛdes of Sce⸗ 
uol a, ſo great a noumbze of younge men of 
ſemblablep1owes, were confederate to his 
deſtruction, ſo that er all they coulde be ap⸗ 
pzehcnded , his like ſhoulde be alw ale in —

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pardy, he diſp ayꝛyng of winning the citee of 
Rome, raiſed his ſiege, and dcparted,

Ut all thoughe J haue nowe reherſed 
cundꝛy examples, to the commendaciõ 
of Foztitude, conternyng actes mar⸗ 
ciall, yet by the waie J wold hauc tt re⸗ 

me bꝛed, that the pzaiſe is pꝛopꝛely to bee re⸗ 

kerred vnto the vertue, that is to ſafe, to en⸗ 
terpꝛʒiſe thinges dꝛeadefkull, either foz the pu⸗ 
blike weale, oꝛ foz wynninge of perpctuail 
honour, oꝛ els foz eſchewing repꝛoche 02 diſs 
honour , Whervnto be annexed theſe conſi⸗ 
dcracions, what impoztaunce the enterpꝛile 
is, and wherefo:e tt is done, with the tyme 
and opoztunitee whan it ought to bee done, 
Fot ſas Tuliy ſaithe ) to entre in battaille, 
and to fight: vnaduiſedlip, is a thyng wilde 
and a maner of beaſtes : but thou ſhalt fight 
baltantiy, whan time requircth and alſo ne⸗ 
teſſitee Ind alwate death is to be pzeferred 
befoze Seruitude, oz any diſhoneſtie. Ind 
therfoze the actes of Juniball, againſte the 
Saguntines, whiche neuer did him dil plea⸗ 
ſure, is not accounted foz any vꝛowes. Nets 
ther Catiline, whiche foz his ſingular com⸗ 
moditee, and a tewe other,mikyng deteſta⸗ 
ble warres againſt his owne countrepe, en⸗ 
tendynge to haue bzenned the noble citee of

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Rome, and to haue deſtroyed all the good 
men, is not numbꝛed among valtaunt men, 
all though he fought manly, and with great 
courage, vntyll he was ſlaine.

ſo wha it is nedefuL Ind he that lacketh any 
of this mar be cailed hardy, dut ndt valiant. 
¶ Woꝛeouer, although thei, whiche be hgr- 
dp, oꝛ pcrſous deſperate, haue a ſimilitude + 
ſeme to be valiant, yet be thei not vallũt. no 
moꝛe than kynges in mategames and entcrs 
lud s be kynges .

C The petnefulneſTe of Quintus Fabius, 
(being dictatour 02 paicipall capitain of the 
Romains ) in lcadinge his armpe by moun⸗ 
tains, and other harde paſſages, ſo dil ap⸗ 
poited Annibal of the hope of victozp, wher⸗ 
in he ſo muche gloꝛt ed, that at the laſt he trat 
ned and dꝛewe Inniball and his hoſt into a 
klelde, incloſed about with mountains, ana 
depe riuers, where Fabius had ſo enuſron- 
ned hym, by the foztifipng of two mountats 
nes with his people, that thet were in tcoper 
dy, either to be famiſhed, fo: lacke of vitait, 
oꝛels in fletng, to be laine by the Romains, 
if the craftte and politike wytte of Inniball 
han not del iuered them, Whiche fo: the nos 
ta le inuencion, Þ wil boꝛowe ſo much time 
of the reader, to renewe the remembzaunce 
therok in our engliſhe tongue, 


(Canniball, perceiuing the daunger that he ep ot ynnt« 
and his army were tn, comanded in the depe hall to ef: 
of the night, whan nothyug was ſterrynge, cape from 
to be bzougbt afoze hym, aboute two thou- the Ro » 
ſande great oxen and bulles, whiche a —_ maines. 
ekoze 
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befoze his men had taken in koꝛrageyng, and 
canſed fangottcs made of dꝛye Nickes to be 
kaſtned vnto their hoznes, and ſette on pre, 
The beaſtes troubled with the flame of kpze, 
rande as thet were woode vp towarde the 
cnountatnes, where as late thc hoſte of the 
Romaines , Inniball with his holle armpe 
folowyng in aray . The Romatnes, whiche 
kepte the mountaincs , bepnge ſoꝛe affrapde 
of this new and terrible ſight , fozſoke their 
plates. Ind Fabius dzeadpng the deccitfull 
witte of Inniball, kepte the armp within the 
trenche, and (0 Xnniball with his hole eſca 
ped without domage. But Fabins, beynge 
peinefull in purſuinge Juniball trom place 
to place, awaytpnge to haue him at aduans 
tage, at the laſt did ſo fatigate him and his 
hoſte, that therby in concluſion his power 
minyſhed, and alſo the ſtreugth of the £ars 
thaginenſes, of whom he was generall cas 
pitaine. In ſo muche as thet were at the laſt 
conſtretaned to countermaunde him by ſun⸗ 
dꝛy meſſangers, willinge hym to abandone 
the warrcs in Italp, and to retourne to the 
defence of his owne citee. YOhiche by the 0s 
pinion of moſte excellent wzitets ſhulde ne⸗ 
uer haue hapned, tf Fabius wolde haue left 
anp parte of his purpoſe, either fo the tes 
dioulneſſe of the peine and trauaiie, oz fo; 
thc intollerable reüukes, geuen bnto hym 
by Minutius, who empzapded hym with 
cowardile. 
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¶ Imonge the vertues, whiche abunded in 

Julius Leſar, none was accoumpted moze 

excellẽt, than that in his counſails, affaires, 

and erplottur:s , he omitted no time, ne fog» 

ſoke any peine.

CSappoſe pe that the ſame Anniballe, of 

whome we late ſpake, coulde haue wonne 

frome the Romaines , all Spapne, and 

haue perced the mountaines, called Alpes, 

makynge a waie koz his armpe, where be⸗ 

fo:e was ncu:r any paſſa ge, and a ſo haue 

gotten all Italye, vnto Nome gates, it he 

had not bene a man pcine full, and of labour

C Fuitus Ceſar, after he had the intier go» {Heſnefuls 

uernaunce and dominton of the empire of nes in hea⸗ 

Kome , neuer omitted labour and diltgence ring cotra 

as well in commune cauſlcs as pꝛiuate, con⸗ gerlics , 

cernyng the defcnce and aſſiſtence of inno⸗ 

centes, Allo he labozoufly and tudionfly dis 

ſcuTed controuerſies, whiche almoſt daielp, 

he herde in his owne perſon.

C Wbhiche was well pzoned by Zeno Eleas 
tes, a noble pitloſopher, who beyng a man 
of excellente wiſe dome and eloquence, came 
to a citee, called Agrigentum, where reigned 
Phalaris,the moſte cruell tyʒ anne of all the 
wozlde, who kept and vſed his o wne people 
in molle miſtr able ſeruitude. Ind firſte he 
thought by his wiſedome and eloquerce, to 
haue ſo perſwaded the ty2an to temperance, 
that hc ſhouldz abandon his crucli and aua⸗ 
ritious appetite : but cuſtome of vice moze 
pzcuayled in him than pꝛoſitable counſaile. 
Whcrfoze zeno, hauinge pitie of the wzet⸗ 
ched aſt ate of the people , excited diuers nos 
ble men, to delpuer the citce of that ſcruple 
condicion, This counſaile was not ls. ſe: 


J cretly 
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tretely geuen, but that notice therot came to 


the tpzan, who cauſpng all the people to bee 
allembled in the market place, cauſed zeno 
there to be cruciate with ſundzy turmentes, 
alwaſes demaunding of him, who did pars 
ticipate with him of his ſated counſatic:but 
fo:no peines wolde he conkeſſe any perſon, 
but induced the tyzanne to haue in miſtruſte 
his nexte frendes and familiar ſetuauntes. 
And repꝛouinge the pcople fo: their cowars 
die and dzead, he at the laſt ſo inflamed the 
buto liber tee, that ſodainly with a great vio 
lence thci tell on the tyꝛan, and pꝛeſſed hym 
with ſtones.

And 
thcrfoze tarpng to him the childzen of Caſ⸗ 
ſius, entreatea theim honozably , wherby he 
acquired euer after , the incõpar able 2 moſts 
aſſured loue ot his ſubtectes, 

CIs muche dichonour aud hatred his ſon 
Commo dus wan by his imp acience, where 
in he ſo exteded, that foz as much as he foũd 
not his baine hette to his pleaſute, he cau⸗ 
ſed the kepcr therot to bee tho wen into the 
hote bening foinates.

¶ But nowe J remembze me, this woozde 
Magnanimitte, beyng yet ſtraunge, as late 
boꝛowed out of the latine, ſhall not content 
all men, and ſpecially them, whom nothing 
tontenteth out of thcir actuſlomt Mumpfi⸗ 
mus: will aduenture to put fo: Magnants 
mitie, a woꝛde moe familtar, calling it good 
Courage, whiche hauing reſpect to the ſaid 
dekintcid, ſhal not ſeme much inconnenteut, 
But nowe concerning a moze larger defcri- 
pcion of the ſaied vertue, Uriftotle ſaithe ; 
That man ſecmcd to bee of noble courage,

afterwarde: Noble courage is an omament 
of vertues, ſoꝛ it maketh them the mote ams

terpꝛet a plate in the offices of Tullt, where 
he moſte eloquently and plainely ſetteth out 
this vertue ſaipng : Alwate a valiaunte and 
noble courage is diſcerned by two thyngcs

finite armye: with a noble tour age pꝛokred, 
not onelp to defende his owne countrcy, but 
alſo with a mal hoſte to paſſe the ſeas into 
Alta, + fro thens cither to bzing victozy of 
the Perſias, oz els a ſure + honozable peace, 
With whoſe courage , the Lacedemones 
hyghelp recomkozted, deliuered vnto hym. x. 
thouſande louldiours, with the whiche hoſt 
he wente into Ilia, and there vainqufſſhed 
the Herſians, and returned isifully into his 
countrep, with bis people all ſaulfe, to his 
perpetuall renoume, and alſo the honoz and 
Curctie of all Greece. 

ef Intigon? king of Macedonſa, being on 
the ſca,one of his capſitaines aduiſed him to 
departe, ſaipng : The nauie of his ennemye 
was muche greatter in noumbze than his; 
wher vnto with a noble courage he aunlwe- 
ted: Ind fo: howe many chyppes accoumpt 
vou our perſon: wherwith his people toke 
fuchc comfozte, that thei boldely dyd ſette 
forthe, and vainquiſhed their enemies. 
¶ Suche noble courage was in ** — 

er 
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Alexander, that in his warres againſt Das 
tius, he was ſene of all his people fyghtyng 
in the pꝛeaſe of his enemies bare headed. 
(Iwill not be ſo vncurteiſe, to leue vnte⸗ 
membzed in this place, the notable magnant 
mitieof a kyng of Englande, whiche J haps 
ned to re ade late in an olde ch:onicle, 

Edgar, who in the time that the Haxons 
had this royalme in ſubſection , hadde ſub⸗ 
dewed all the other kynges Haxons, made 
them his tributaries, On a time he had them 
all with him at diner: + aftcr it was ſhewed 
him, that Rynande kynge of Scottes, had 
Caſcd, that he wondzed how it ſhoulde haps 
pen, that he and other kynges, that were tal 
and great pcrſonages, woide ſuffre them (el 
kes to be ſubdued by Cs littel a body as Eds 
gare was. Edgare diſſembled + aunſwered 
nothyng, but faining to go on hunting, toke 
with hym the Scottiſſhe kyngs in his com⸗ 
pany , and purpoſely withdzewe him krom 
them that were with him: Ind cauſpug by a 
ſecrete ſeruant, two lwerdes to be conueide 
into a place in the fozeſt, by him appointed. 
2s ſoone as he came thither, he toke the one 
Cſwozdec, and deliuered the other ta Rinande, 
bydding hym to pꝛoue his ſtrengthe : and to 
alſate, whether his dedes wolde ratifie his 
wo:des, Wherat the Dcottilſhe kyng being 
abaſhed, bcholding the noble courage of Ed 
gar, with an hozrible feare conkeſſed his ers 
Four, defiryng pardon, whiche he 1 — 
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humble ſubmiſſion , at the laſte obfetned , 
That noble kinge Edgare, declaring by his 
Magnanuimitee, that fo: his vertue and not 
by chaunte, hc was elccicd to teigne otter ſs 
noble a region. 
C plato fot his dittine wiledome and elo⸗ 
quence, named the Cod of philoſophers, 
was ſent fo: by Dionpſe kinge of Sitile, to 
the entent, as it ſetmed, that he wolde be of 
him inſtructed, concerning the politike go⸗ 
uernante ot his realme, But whan he hadde 
ben with him a certaine ſpate, aud wold not 
flatter with the kynge, and vpholde his ty⸗ 
rannie, the kinge became wery of him, in ſo 
muche that if it had not ben at the regucſt of 
Archit as, pzince of Tarent, he wolde haue 
put him to deathe. Wherfoze partly at the 
dcſp:e of that pꝛince, partely foz feare of the 
Athentenſes , he licenced Plato to departe 
without domage : but at his departynge , he 
ſatd vnto him, as it were in diſpite: © how 
cuill wilte thou ſpeake of me Þlato , whan 
thou commeſt among thy compantons and 
Ccholicrs 5 Thi Plato with a noble courage 
anſwcred : Eod defende, there ſhoulde be in 
my ſchole ſo muche vacant time fro the ſus 
die of wiledome, that there moughte be any 
plate tefte,ones to remembyc the. 
C Pow wil J make an end of this vertue, 
and pꝛocede further to w:tte of ſome vices, 


whiche commonly do folow magnanimitie,

ſafe, Undoutedly this is an ho;rible and pes 
rillous vice, and verte familiar with thim, 
whiche be of moſte noble courages, By it 
many a valtant capitaine and noble pzince, 
haue not onely fallen theim ſelfes , but alſo 
brought all their countreps in daunger, and 
oftentymes to ſubuercion and rutne, 
C The wile kyng Salomon ſaith Tmonge 
p10ude men be alwap contencrons:Ind thel 
that do all thinges with counſ alle, be gouer⸗ 
ned by wiſedome. I nede not to reherle exã⸗ 
ples out of olde wziters, what domage hath 
cuſued of Obſttnacie, conſidering that eue⸗ 
ty hiſto;fe is ful therof, and we ſtil haue it in 
dalely experience. But of one thynge am J 
ſure, where Obſtinacy rulethe, and reaſon 
lacketh place, there couſatl auaflcth not: and

¶ Of an other vice koſowyng magnaui⸗ 
mit ie, called Imbicion. Cap. vi. 


T was not without a high and pzudent 
con ider acion, that c:rtaine lawes were 
made by the Romaines, whiche were nas 
med the lawes of Imbicion, whereby men 
were reſtreigned in the citee to obtaine offts 
ces and dignitees in the pPublike weale, et⸗ 
ther by geuinge rewardes , or by other ſinys 
ter labour 03 meanes : Ind ther, whiche by 
that law were tondened, were put to death 
without any fauour, Merily it was a noble 
lawe, and fo all places neceſſarie, conſydes 
rynge what inconuentence hapneth by this 
vaine and ſuperfluous appetite. Witneſſes 
among the Romains, Sylla, Marius, Lars 
bo, Tinna,ÞP Opel, and Ceſar, by whoſe am- 
bicion mo Romaines were flaine, than in 
acquiring the empire of all the wozlde.& yl 
la condemned, and cauſed to bc latne, foure 
ſcoze thouſande Nomeins, beſyde many mo 
that were lapne in the battatlles , betwene 
hym and the bothe Marius. 
U Jlſo Pompet,and Julius Ceſar, — — 
88 ufttin 
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fuffryng no piere, the other no ſuperiour, by 
their ambicton cauſed to be Laine betwene 
theim. people innumerable, and ſubuerted 
the beft and moſt noble publike weale ot ths 
wozlde,+ finally hauing littell time of refoys 
ſing their vntetul deſire, Pdpey ſhamekully 
kleyng, had his head ſtriten ot, by the coms 
maundement of Ptolomee, kyng of Egypt, 
bato whom as vato his frende he kledde koz 
ſuccour.

kynge of Perſia, to make hym his frende, 
ſent one of his ſleruauntes to Thebes, with 
a great quantitie of treaſure, which ſeruant 
knowing his maners, durſte not offre it vn⸗ 
to hym whan he came, but ſpeakyng to a 
ponge man, which was familiar with Epa⸗ 
minondas, gane vnto him a great rewarde, 
to meue Epaminodas to reteiue the kinges 
pieſent . Who vneth hearyng the firſt woz⸗ 
des of the ponge man, commaunded the kin⸗ 
ges ſeruant to be bꝛought to him, vnto whõ 
he had theſe woꝛdes. 

¶ Frende, ſhewe to the king, that he nedeth 
not to offre me moncpe: for if he haue any 
thynge to do with the Thebanes foz a good 
purpoſe , he maie haue their alliſtence with 
out any rewarde: if the purpote be nonght, 
hc can not with all the treaſure ofthe wozld 
hope to obtaine it.

to abſſ eine krome doing battaile with that 
ennemie, whiche vneth monghte be vainqui⸗ 
ched, but by fiyght onelp. 

CC be vallaunt ompet, whan he hadde 
vainquiſſhed the kynge Mithzidates, and 
had taken diuers of his concubtncs, whiche 
in beautie excelled, woulde haue no carnall 
knowladge with any of theim: but whan 
he knewe, that thet were of nobte lignage, 
ſente theim vndekiled to their parentes and 
kynnes folke.

conſtance, to call him a childiſhe 0} womans 


ly perſon, Albeit Come women no we a dates 
be founden moe coltant than men, and ſpe: 
cfaiiye in loue towarde their huſbandes , 03 
cls mought there happen ts be ſome wrong 
inheritours. 

¶ Lonſtance is as pꝛopꝛe vnto a manne ag 
ts reaſon: Ind is of ſuche eſlimation, that 
accozdyng as it was ſpoken of a wiſe man: 
It were better to haue a conſtant ennempe, 
than an incon tant frende. Whetot x my 
ſelte had ſufficient experience. 

¶ But no we to declare ſome experience ot 
Conſtaunce, wherby thc redcrs mate be the 
moꝛe therto prouokcd, J will rcherſe ſome 
examples therof, out of olde hiſtoʒies, as J 
Call havpen to remembꝛe them. 

C After that Sylia had vainquiſhed Ma⸗ 
rius, and deſtroved the patte of his aducrs 


Cartes, he, with a great numbie of perſons, 


all armed, enuironned the ſenate, entend ing 
to compell theim by violence to condemne 
| Marius 
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Mariꝰ foꝛ a trattour. Whiche requeſt none 
durſt gaine Caſe : Sceuola only except, who 
beyng therok demanded, wolde geue no ſens 
tence, But whan Spila did caſt therfozeon 
him a cruell countenance,he with a conſtant 
viſage, and noble courage, ſaid to him:Sils 
la, although thou kaceſt s thzetneſt me with 
thy multitude ot louldiours, with whome 
thou haſte thus beſieged this courte, ve and 
althoughe thou doeſt menace me with death 
neuer lo muche, vet ſhalt thou neuer bzing to 


paſſe, that foz ſheding a litteli olde bl oude, 


Ichall iudge Marius a traitour, by whom 
this citee and all Italy haue ben pꝛeſerued. 

¶ ſche conddance, that great kyng Nl xan⸗ 
der had, in truſtyng his frende againſt kals 
repoꝛte, caued his lyfe: whereof all men de⸗ 
ſpaized:for after that noble batt aile, wherin 
he had vainquiched Darius, and taken his 


treaſure, as he paſſed thiougy Cilicia, being 


ſoze chaufed with feruente heate , and the 
length ofhis toutney, he came by the rpuer, 
called Cydnus, + beholdpng it clere and ple⸗ 
launte, and thynkpng to allwage ther in the 
he ates that he ſuffered, wente therinto nas 
ked, and dzan e th:rof : But (mmediatiy, by 
the excedyng colde, whiche was in that was 
ter, his ſin:w:is ſhꝛanke, and his iopntes be⸗ 
came vnweldy, and as thei were dead, and 
all his hoſte beynge dilcoumfozted he was 
tonucied to a citee thereby, called Tarſum. 
Where vpon the philicions aſſembled to des 
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COVERNOVR 
nile the beſte remedy , All were determined 
to geue him one medetine, and that it ſhulde 
be mintſtred by one Philip, chicke phiſicion 
with Alexander. In the mcane time i arme- 
nio, one ot the grratteſt capitaincs. aboute 
Alexãder, aduertiſed him by his letters, that 
he ſhulde beware of the treaſon of the lated 
Mhtlippe, ſaiyng : he was cozrupted with a 
great ſumme of monep by Darius. VWhrs 
with he beyng nothyng cſbated:hcide in his 
handes the letter, and reteiuing the medicin, 
that Philippe gaue hym, at one tyme delt- 
uered the letter open to Phutp, and danke 
alſo the medicine, declarpng therby the con⸗ 
ſkance that was in his frendſhip , Whiche 
trufte, not onelp cauſed nature the better to 
wozke with the medicine, but allo bound ſo 
the herte of the 45hiſicion toward him, that 
he euer after ſtudied moe diligentipe foz the 
helpe and pzeſeruation of the noble pzince, 
that dyd ſo muche truſte him. 
¶ The Lonſtance of Cato Uticenſis was 
alwaie immouc able, in ſo muche that at ſun 
dꝛye times, whan he in the Senate egtelp tes 
ended the publize weale, with vehemẽt and 
longe ozactions, agatuſt the attemptates of 
ambicious perſons , he was by theim rebu⸗ 
ked, and committed to pꝛiſon: But hc thers 
foze not ceſſyng,. but gayng towarde pꝛiſon, 
detected to the people as he wente, the vnle⸗ 
full purpoſes + enterpziſcs of them, by whõ 
he was puniſhed , with the periil that was 
many 
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imminente to the publine weale, whilche he 
dvd with ſuche courage and cloquence, that 
as well the Senate as the people dzewe ſo 
about him, that his aduerſaries were faine 
foz feare to diſcharge him. 
¶ Who can ſufficiently tommende this no⸗ 
ble man Cato, whan he redeth in the woꝛ⸗ 
kes ok Plutarche ok his excellente courage 
and vertue - Howe muthe woꝛthier had he 
ben, to haue had Homere the trumpe of his 
fame immoztal,than Achilles: who fot a lit⸗ 
tell wenche contended with Agamemnon on 
ly : where Cato fo! the conſernacion of the 
weale publike contended, and alſo reſpſted 
againſt Julius Leſar and the greate Poms 
pep, and not onlp againſt their menaces, but 
alſo againſte their deſires, and offres of as 
lpaunce. Wherok J wold gladly haue made 
a rememhꝛauce iu this wozke, it the volume 
therby, houlde not to muche haue tnc: eaſed 
and becomen vnhandſome. 
¶ Uundoubtediy conſtaunce is an honoura⸗ 
dle vertue, as int dance is repꝛochetull and 
odious. Whcrefoze that man, whiche is 
mut able foꝛ euer occaſion, muſt nedes ofs 
ten repent him, and in muche repentaunce is 
not onelye muche kolp, but alſo great detri⸗ 
ment: whiche euery wife man will eſchewe, 
if he can. Wherkoꝛe to goucrnours nothing 
is moze pzopzc, than to be in their lluing tas 
ble and conſtant,

critee, and to kepe deſire vader the yocke of

¶ He that pꝛattiſethj this vertue, /s called a 
Menperat temperate man, and he that dothe contrary 
mc@rnutce, therio,ts named intéperate:betwene whom 
and a perſon incontinent , Jriſtotle maketh 
this diuerlitee, that he is intempcrate, which 
by his owne clection is iadde, ſuppoſing the 
plcaſare that is picſentc, oꝛ (as J moughte 
ſafe} in vre,haulde alwat: te followed. But 
the perſon incontinent lupooleth not ſo, and 


T fa bleſſid copante of vertucs, in this 
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pet he notwithſtanding doth folo we it. The 
ſame anctour alſo maketh a biucrſitee:, bes 
twene him that is temperate, and him that 
is continente, ſaipng: The continent man is 
ſuche one, that nothing will dose koz bodelp 
pleaſure, whiche ſhall ſtaude againſte tea⸗ 
ſon. The ſame is he, whiche is temperat, ſas 
uinge that the other hath co;rupte deſpies, 
whiche this man lacketh. 
¶ Alco the temperate man delyteth in no⸗ 
thing, contrary to realon. But he that is cõ⸗ 
tinent delite th: yet will he not be lad againſt 
tcalo, Finally to declare it in kewe wozdes, 
we maie well call him a Temperate manne, 
that delireth the thinge whiche he ought to 
deſire, and as he ought to deſire, 4 whan he 
ought to deſire, Notwithſtandpng there be 
diucrs other vertues, whiche do Come to bee 
as it were companions with temperace, Ok 
who (foz the exchuing of tediouſnes) J will 
ſpeake now only of two,moteracis, and ſos 
b;enes, which no man (J ſuppoſe) doubteth 
to be of Cache efficacie,that without them no 
man mate attaine vnto wiſedome : and bp 
theim wiledome is ſoneſt elpied. 


C Of Moderacion a ſpice of tem⸗ 
per aunce. Cap. xxi. 


Oderacion in the limittes and boſis 
Mut whſche honeſti: hath appointed 
in lpegkyng and doynge ; lyke as in 

| ' Ta. ui. rene 
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eenning,paTing the gole, is accoumpted but 
raſſheneTe; fo renupng halte wate ts repꝛo⸗ 
wed fo; flo wneile, In lie wiſe, woꝛdes and 
actcs be the paces, wherin the witte of man 
maketh his courſe, + moderacion is in ſtede 
of the gole, whiche if he paſſe auer he ts no⸗ 
ted either of pzcſumpcion,oz of foole hardps 
neſſe: it he come ſhoꝛte of the purpoſe, he is 
contempned as dul and vn apt to affaires of 
great impoztance, This vertuc ſhall beſt be 
perteiued by rehceſpng of examples ſhewed 
by noble men, whiche is in effccte but dately 
experience. 

¶ Fabius Maximus, being fine times Cõ⸗ 
Cul percetufng his father, his graund father, 
and great graundfather, and diuers other 
his auncetours, to haue had oftf times that 
moſte honourable dignitie, whan his ſonne 
by the vniuerſall conſent of the people ſhuld 
be alſo made coſul, he earneſtly itreated the 
people, to ſparchis ſon, and to geue to the 
hous of Fabius, as it were a vacation time 
krom that honoz : Not fo; any miſtruſt that 
he hadde in his ſonnes vertue and honcſtie, 
bat that his mo der acton was ſuche, that he 
wolde not that excellent dig nitie ſhoulde als 
waie continue in one familie. 

A Seipio Itricanus the elder, whan the 
ſenate and people had purpoſed, that acco1 
dpng to his merites he ſhoulde haue certarne 
ſtatues oꝛ images ſet in all courtes and plas 


tes of aſſembly. Jiſo thei wolde haue ſet his 
imag⸗ 
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image in triumphante apparatle within the 
tapitolle, and haue grauntcd to him to haue 
den Conſul and Dictatour during his life, 
not withſtandyng he wol de not luffre, that 
any of theim ſhulde be decreed, cither by the 
acteof the ſenate, oz by the peoples ſuffrage, 
wherin he ſhewed him lelke, to be as valiant 
in rekuſing of honours, as he was in his ac⸗ 
tes, wherin he had them well deſerued, 
¶ There is alſo moderacion in tolleracion Tolleract 
of fortune of euerpe tote, whiche of Tulip on of fo1- 
is called equabilitee. whiche is, whan there tune good 
ſemeth to be alwate one viſage and counte⸗ and badde. 
flau ice, neither changed noz (02 pꝛolperitee 
noꝛ ko aduerlitie. 
Metellus, called Numidicus, in a com⸗ 
mune ſedicton being baniſhed frome Rome, 
and abydpag in Aſia, as he hapned to ſytte 
with noble men of that countrep, in behol⸗ 
dyng a greate plate, there were letters delp⸗ 
nered him, wherin he was aſcertained, that 
by the hole conſent of the ſenate and people, 
his retourne into his toun trep was graun⸗ 
ted. Notwithſtanding, that he was of that 
tidynges excedpnge iopkull, pet he renicued 
not, vatill the plates were ended, noz anye 
manſittyng by him, mought perceiue in his 
countenaunce anp token of gladnes, 
¶ Wyan the great king Anttochus, whiche 
long time h ad in his dominion all Ifta, whi⸗ 
che is act dũ pted to be the thirde parte of the 
woll, was at the | aſt vainquiſhed by Luci® 

Ja, llt, Scipio, 
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Setpio, and had loſt the mozc part of his em 
ptre, and was aſſigned but to a ſmal poxcis, 
vſed his foztune ſo moderatelp, that he gaue 
great thankes to the Goma nes, that bepng 
deliuered of ſo great burdon and charge, he 
moe eaſily motight gouerne alitle domints, 
¶ ¶ Ilezander bepnge electe and made cmpes 
rour of Rome at xvi. peres of his age, ſo cx⸗ 
celled all other in vertue, that the ſenate and 
peopſie wolde haue him called the great Ale⸗ 
rxander, and father of the countreie, whiche 
of al names was higheſt ,he with a wonders 
full grauitee refuſed it, ſaiyng ; It behouecd, 
that thoſe names were obteined bp merites 
and ripeneſſe of peres. | 
¶ The ſame pꝛince alſo wold not ſuffre his 
empieſſe to vſe in hir apparaile any rycher 
Noncs than other ladics, and if any were ge- 
uen hir, he either cauſed them to be ſolde, oz 
clies gaue theim vnto Temples, affirminge, 
that the examples of pompe and tnozdinate 
expenſes, ſhoulde not pꝛocede of the Empe⸗ 
fours wpkfe, 
And whan fot the hononr, that hc dydde 
to the ſenate and lawee, his wyfe and his 
mother rebuked hym, Cſaipnge : he ſhoulde 
bzyng the empcriaile mateſtee into to lowe 
aſl ate, he aunſwered: Jt ſhuld be the ſurcr, 
and continue the longer. | 
£ here is alſo a Moderacion to be vſed 
againſte wzath oz appetite of vengeaunce, 
(._ Hadziane the cmperour , while he _ 
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but a pꝛiuate prfon , bare towarde a capts 
tine greuous diſpicaſure, who afterwarde 
hearyng, that he was made emperour , was 
in great feare, leaſte Badiane wolde be ads 
nenged, But whan he cam? to the Empe⸗ 
roues pꝛeſence, he nothyng didde oz ſaicd to 
him, but onely theſe wozdes: Thou haſt wel 
eſcaped. By whiche wozdes he well declared 
his mo der acion, and alſo that who ſo euer 
puttcth on the habite of a comnne perſon oz 
gouernour,ft (al not beſeme him to reuenge 
puuate diſpleaſures, 

CArchitas, whan he had ben a longe ſpace 
out of his countrey, and a his returne koũd 101 
his poſſeſſions and goodes deſtropcd and 13 
waited, ſafed to his batiife: i wolde ſurely 44 
puniſhe the, ik J ſhoulde not be angry. Mit 

e Muche lyke didde Plato. Foz whan his 25 
ſeruaunt hadde offended him greuouſelp, he N 
deſp2:d Speuſippus his frende to puniſſhe 
him, leafte /ſaſed he if 7 beate him, J chulde 
happe to bc angry. Wherin 4Slato deſcrued 
mo ie praiſe than Prchitas,in as much as he 
oblerued pacicute, and pet dyd not ſuffrc the 
offence of his ſeruaunte to be vnpunyſched. 

Foz moſte often times the omitting of cozre⸗ 
ction redoubleth a treſpace. 
( Semblahle moderacion and wyſedome 
Julus Gellitts remembzethe to bee in 751us Zuls 
farche the philoſopher , whiche was maiſter Gell, 
to Tratane the emperour Jt hapne>? that 
th: bondeman of pplatarch: had committed 
Ad. v,. lome 
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rome: grenous offence : wherkoze his maiſter 
willed, that he ſhulde be (1 arpely puniſhed: 
and commaunding him to ve ſtriped naked, 
cauſed an other of his ſcraantcs in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſente to beate him. But the laue, who as it 
ſemed was learned, while he was in beating 
cried out on Plutarche, and in maner of te⸗ 
pꝛoche ſaied vnto hym: Bowe agrecth this 
with thy doctrine, that pzeacheſt lo much of 
pactence,z in al thy leſſons repzoueſt wꝛath: 
and now contrary (o thpne owne teaching, 
thou art all inflamed with wiach, and ctcne 
from the pactence, which thou ſo much pꝛai⸗ 
ſet - Unto whom za iutarche, without any 
chaiunge of countenaunce, anſwered in this 
fourme : Thou embꝛaideſt ine cancel. s with 
wzath and imp acience, J pzate the, what per 
teiueſt thou in me, that J am anary oz out of 
pactencez I ſuppoſe (ercepte J be muche de⸗ 
cetued ) thou ſeeſt me aot ſtare with mpne 
eien, 02 my mouth imboſed, oꝛ the colour ot᷑ 
my kate changed, oz any other deko: mitee in 
my perſon oꝛ geſture, oꝛ that mp wozdes be 
ſwykte, oʒ my vopte loud.r than modeſſie res 
quircth,oz that J am vnſt able in my geſture 
oꝛ mocion, whiche be the lignes + cuident tos 
kens ot w1ath + impatiente.

bim ſfre noble men his frendes , and ſix no⸗ 
ble women, +naming him ſelfe at that time 
Apollo, and the other men and women the 
names ok other goddes and goddeſſis, fared 
ſnprucnfly and dclicatly , the citee of Rome 
at that tyme brynage tered with ſcarcitce of 
gratue: he therfoze was rente with _ 
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and rebukes of the peo ple:tn ſo muche as he N. 
was opculy called Apolto the tournentour, | 
ſaipng alſo that he with his goddes had de⸗ 
uoured their cozne, with whiche libertce of 
ſpꝛache beyng moze perſwaded than diſton⸗ 
tented, from that forth he vſcd ſuch a fruga⸗ 
litee 02 modcracion of dicte,that he was cos 
tented to bee Lerued at one meale with thzee 
diſhes, oꝛ ſire at the moſt : whiche alſo were 
of a moderate pzice, and pet therin he pled 

uche ſobꝛencs, that either he hin ſelte wold 
not ſptte, vntill thet whiche dined with him, 4 
had eaten a good ſpace:o;els if he ſat whan Fo 
thei did, he wolde ariſe a great ſpace, er any 29 4 
of them had lefte eatyng Ind koz what pur⸗ 0 
poſe, ſuopoſe pe, did this emperonr in this 475 
wile, in whom was neuer {pot of auarice oz 
vile csurage: Lertes foz two caulcs. Firſt, 
knowing the inconuentences, that al way do 
happen by tngurgſitacions and exceſſpue ke⸗ 
dynges: Allo that ipke as to hym was tcom⸗ 
mitted the ſourretgne gouernante of all the 
wo2{de,ſo wolde he be to al men the genct al 
ex ampie of lpuinge.

Ind ſurelp the conſideracton is 
wonderful excellent, and to beſas J mought 
ſaie ) Cuperſticioufly obſerued: the reaſons 
why, be fo apparant, that thzei neZe not here 
to ve reherſed. 

C Vothagoꝛas was neuer Cene fo eate any 
fyſhe oz fleſhe, but onelp herbes and kruttes. 
Semblabip did many other, who exactly fos 
lowed his doctrinc : Wherkoze it was ſupo 
ſed, that thei the rather extelled all other, in 
findyng out the ſecretes and hid knowlages 
ot nature, which to other were impenetrable, 
TwWlato, oz rather Socrates, indictynge, 
in his ſecounde boke of the publike weale, 
wylleth, that the people of his citce , whiz 
che he woulde conſtitude, ſhoulde bee nou⸗ 
rihed with barly bieade d cakes of whrate, 
and that the reſidue of their diete ſhoulde be 
ſa'te,olpu:s,cheſe and lpkes, and moꝛe ouer 
70:tes, that the fteides do bzinge fozthe, fox 
their potage: but he addeth to, as it were to 
mak? the diner moe delicate, figges, beancs, 
myꝛtil beries,+ dec he maſt, whiche thei ſhuld 
toſt on the coles, and dꝛynke to it water mos 
deratip 
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deratcly . So (ſaith h.) ther liuing reſtkully 
and in helth vnto extreme ee, ſhall leaue the 
Came maner of liuing vnto their ſucceſſois. 
U 7 knowe well ſom: reders, foz this diete 
appointed by Socrates, will ſcozne him, ac⸗ 
tountyng him fox a foole, who not onelp by 
the anſweec of Apollo, but alſo by the cons 
ſcnte of all excellente wziters, that folowed 
him, and the vntuerſall renoume of all peo: 
ple, was appꝛoued to be the wyleſt man of 
all Erccia. 
¶ Lertes J haue knowen men of wozſh(p 
in this realme, whiche, dutpng their pouth, 
danke fo; tue moe parte watir. 
¶ But here mcnne ſhall not note me,that 7 
wiite this, as whd ſaith, that nobie men in 
this realme, ſhoulde lpue after Socrates di⸗ 
cte, wh-rin hauing reſpecte to this time and 
region, thet mought perchaunte fpnde occa⸗ 
ſion to repꝛoue me © urcly like as the exteſſe 
of fare is to be iuſt p repꝛoued, ſo in a noble 
man muche pinchinge and nigardeſhippe of 
meate and dꝛynke is to be diſcommended. 
¶ I tan not commende Jchus Bertinax, 
who beyng empereutr of Rome, wo de haue 
his geſtes lerued with a plante of fettiſe, de⸗ 
ulded in two partes: and except {ome thing 
were ſent him. he wold appornt nine pound 
weight of fleſhe vato thic mel. s, and ik any 
diſhe hapned ro be bzought to him, he cauſed 
it to be {ct vp vutill the nexte dare, 

CJ am aſhamed to temembze, that he — 
ende 
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ſende to his frendes, two mozClels of meate, 
a piete of puddyng, oꝛ the carkaiſſe of a cas 
pon. This was but miſerie and wzetched ni⸗ 
gard(hip in a man of ſuche honour. 
C Jn iyke maner, who will not haue in ex⸗ 
treme deteſt ation, the inſactable gluttouy of 
Mitellius, Fabius Gurges, Ipicius, and 
diuers other, to whiche carmozauntes, nei⸗ 
ther lũd, water, ne aire, mought be ſufficict £ 
¶ Neither the curioſitee and wanton appes 
titevf Helſogabalus , cmperoure of Rome, 
is of any wiſe man allowed, who beyng at 
Rome, oz ferre from the ſea, wold eate ons 
ly ſea fyſhe : Ind whan he ſofourned nyghe 
to the ſea,he wold touche no kiche, but whi⸗ 4 
che was taken out of the ryuer of Tyber, 02 bi 
other plates of equall oz of moze diſtaunte. 1 
Aiſo he wolde haue diſhes of meate made ot 
camelles heeles, the combes of cockes news 
ty cutte, the tungues of pecockes and nyghs' 
tyngales, partriches egges, and other thyns 
ges harde fox to come by: wherto be no ens 
giyſhe names founden as ſuppoſe ) apte 
to the true ſigniticacion. a 
C. Mozeoucr, althoughe J diſpzaiſed nps . 
garſhip aud vicious ſcarſitce, pet in theſe "I 
numbꝛe of dyſhes , whiche J haue commens 
ded, Jdeſyze not to haue therin meates fog 
any accaſion to muche ſumptuous, Foz in 
one o two diſhes mate be employcd as mus 
che monep as tn twenty , perchance as good 
0} better in eatyng , Wherok there remats 
BU neth 
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neth a noble example of Cleopatra, dough⸗ 
ter to tholomee, late kyng of Egypte, who 
Leſar in his life held fo: his Cõcubiue. The 
came lady Intonp, (with whome Octautan 
deuldeo the empire toured allo paramours, 
abondouynge his wpke, whiche was ſpſter 
to Octautan. Ind the waeres betwene him 
and Hctauian, ceſſpng by a littell ſpace, he 
durpng that tyme) itued in moſt pꝛodig all 
ryote, and thynkpng all thing in the ſea, the 
lande, and the ayie to bec made fo; ſatisft- 
pngchts gluttony , deuoured ail fleſſhe and 
fpſhe that mought be any where founden , 
Cle ap atra.diſdeigning to be vanquiched in 
aup exceaſſe by a Romaine, tated a wager 
with Antony. that ſhe ij ir ſelfe wol de receitie 
into hir body at one ſupper, the value of fifs 
tie thouſande poundes, whiche to Intony 
was th5ught in a maner to be impoſſible , 
Che wager was put into the handes of Nu 
matiꝰ Hlancus,a noble Romain. The nexte 
date Cleopatra pꝛepared foz Antony a righs 
ſumptuous (upper, but therat Antony nos 
thing meruailed, knowing the value therof 
by his attuſtomed fare, than the queene ſmy⸗ 
lyng,cailed foꝛ a goblette, wherinto ſhe dyd 
powe a quũtitie of very tarte vineger, and 
taking a perle, whiche hing at one of hir cas 
res,. quickeiy did let it falle i to the vincger, 
wherin beyng ſhoztly diffolued(as is the nas 
ture of the perle) He immediatlip dzanke it. 
And although Ge had vainguiſhed —

Wherfoze becauſe in gouernance be ins | 
cluded Diſpoſicion and Oꝛder, whiche can | 
not bee without ſonereſgne knowlage, pꝛo⸗ 
ceding ot wiſedome, in a moe elegat woꝛde 
called Sapience , Therfoze J will nowe des 
clare, as muche as mp littell witte doth cons 
pꝛehende of that parte ot Daptence , that of 
necceſſitee muſte be in euery gouernour, of a 
iuſt 02 per fecte publike weale. 
¶ The noble philoſopher, and molt excelltt 
vzatour Cicero, ſaith in this wiſe, Dapitce Cie. tuf, 
is the ſcience of thinges divine and humain q. iii. 
which conſidereth the cauſe of euerp thing, 
by reſon wherof that, which is diume, ſhe fo 
lo weth, that which his humain, ſhe eſtemeth 
far vnder the goodnes of foztune, 
C This definicion agreeth well with the 25 
gift of Capicuce,that god gaue to Salomon, " 
kyng of Jſraell, who aſked onely wiſedom, | 
to gouerne ther with his realme, But god, * 
whiche is the kountaine of Dapience ,gracis [4 
ouſly pondering the ponge princes peticion, 1 
whiche pzoceded of an apte incimacion to | 
vertue,. with his owne moſte bounteous li⸗ 15 
ber alitee, whiche he purpoſed to employ on 
hym, fo: the entiere lone that he had to his 
father : he therefoze infuſed in hym plentee 
of all wiſedome and counnyng , in thynges 
as well naturall as ſupernaturall :as it ap⸗ 
pereth by the wozkes of the ſame kyng Sas 
mon, wherin be well nygh as many wiſes - 
Bb. iii. domes 
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domes, as there be ſentences , Ind in mins 
opinion, one thyng is ſpecialiy to be noted. 
Kyng Dauntld, father to Salomon, was 
a man ot a rate and meruailous ſtrength, in 
ſo much, as he him ſelf repozteth in the boke 
ok kynges, beyng a chylde, and caripng to 
His bzeth:rne thepz diner, where they kepte 
they cattell, he Ciewe firſt a great beare, and 
after a lyon, whiche fierce and hungry aſſau 
ted him, aithonghe he werc vnarmed: and 
whether he had any weapon oz no, it is vn- 
certaine,ſens he maketh therot no mencion. 
Alſo of what pꝛowes he was in armes, and 
how valſaunt and good a capitaine tn bat⸗ 
taille, it maſe ſufficiently appere to them that 
will reade his noble actes ⁊ atchicuances in 
the bokes before remembied. Wherein no 
good catholpke man will any thyng doubt, 
thoughe thet be treruaſſous , Vet not with⸗ 
ſcanding all his ſtrength and putiſancc was 
not of ſuche effectc, that in the longe time of 
his retane, whichc was by the ſpace of, xl. 
peres he cou de haue any time vacant from 
warres . But al waie had either continuall 
battaſle with the 1d hiluſties, oz elles was 
moleſted with his owne childzene, and ſuche 
as sought to haue bene his frendes. Cotrarp 
wyle, his Tonne Salomon, of whom there 
is no not able mencion made, that he ſhewed 
any commendable feate, roncernyng marti⸗ 
all pꝛoweſſe, fauinge the furniture of his 
garriſons with innumerable men of mn 
J 
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hoxſes and chariottes , whiche pꝛoueth not 
him to be valfant and ſtronge, but only pzus 
dent: after in a [pttell bykeryng with the 
4hiliſtſes , in the begynning of his rcigne, 
continued in peace withont any notable bas 
taile, 0z moleſtacton of any perſone, whers 
foze he is named in ſcripture, Rex pacificus, 
whiche is in engipſhe, The peaſible kynge, 
And onely by ſapſence ſo gouerned his reals 
me, that though it were but a littell realme 
in quantitee, yet it excciled incomparabiy all 
other in honour and richeſſe. In ſo much as 
ſiiuer was at that time in the citee of Hieru⸗ 
ſalem, as ſtones in the ſtrete. Wherkoꝛe it is 
to be noted, that Dapicnce ta the gouernãte 
of a publike weale, is ot a moze efficacye , 
than ſtrength and pulſſante. 

The auctozitie of Hapience is well de⸗ 
tlared by Salomũ in his pꝛouerbes, ſaipna; 
By me kynges do reigne, and makers of las 
wes dilcerne thyngcs that be iuſte. By me 
p:inces do gouetne, and men haning power 
and auctozitie, do determine Juſtice, J loue 
all theim that loue me, 4 who that watcheth 
to haue me, ſh all finde me. With me is both 
richeſſe and honour , ſtately poſſeſſions and 
Juſtice. Better is the fruite that commecth of 
me, than gol de and ſtones that be pzicious. 
¶ The came kynge ſaithe in his boke, cal⸗ 
led Eccleſiaſtice : I kyng without ſapiencs 
M ali loſe his people, and citees ſhal be inhas 
byted by the witte of theim that be pꝛudent. 
Bb. ili, WVhich 
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Whicke ſentence was verified by the ſonne 
and fucceſſour of the lame kyng Salomon, 
called Robo am, to who the ſaied boke was 
wiiten, who neglecting the wile and vertu⸗ 
ous doctine of his father, contempned the 
Cage counCſatle of auntient men, and imbꝛa⸗ 
ced the light perſwaſions of yonge men and 
flatterers, wherby he loſte his honour , and 
$10nght his realme in perpetual i diuifion, 

¶ The empire of Rome ( whoſe beginning, 
pꝛoſperitee, and deſolation ſeemeth to bee a 
myꝛtrour and exaumple to all other realmes 


and countreies) declareth to them that exact 


iy b:holde it, of what fozce # value Haptz 
ence is to be eſtemed, beyng begun with ſhes 
pardes , fleinge the wzathe and diſpleaſure 
of their maiſters,

( whiche was , xxxvit. peres ) nothynge did 
enterpuſe, without the auctozitee and con⸗ 
ſent of the fathers, whom he him ſeife choſe 
to be Senatours. And ftnally,as longe as 
the Senate continued in the citee of Rome, 
and reteined their auctozitie, whiche thei re⸗ 
ceiued of Romulus, and was encreaſed by 
Tullus Hoſtilius, the thyzde kynge, they 
wonderfulip pꝛoſpered, and alſo augmented 
their empire oucr the mozc part of the world. 
But ſoonc after the cmperour Conſtantine 
Had abandoned the citee, and tranſlated the 
ſenate frome thens ts Conſtantinople, and 
that finally the name and auctouttic of the 

Senate, 
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Senate, was by litel and litel exhauſt, by the 
negligence and foly of ignoꝛant emperours, 
not onelp that moſte noble citee, head and 
pꝛinceſſe of the wozlde, and fountaine of all 
vertue and honour, fell into moſte lamentas 
ble ruine, but alſo the mateſtie of the empire 
decaled vtterly , ſo that vncth a litteil ſha? 
dowe therofnowe remaineth, whiche who 
ſo beholdeth and conkerreth it with Rome, 
wha it floꝛʒiſhed, at coꝛding as it is lefte in rc 
me bãce by noble watters, he hal vneth kcpe 
t:arcs out of his eien, beholding it now as a 
rotte ſhepecote in compariſon of that citce 
noble and triumphaunt. O pooꝛe and miles 
rable citee, what ſundzy tozmentes,erciſios, 
ſubuercions,depopulactons,and other eutll 
aduftures hath hapned vnto the, ſens thou 
were byzekt of that noble court of Sapitece? 
whole auctozttie if tt had alwap continucd, 
being alſo cõtirmed in the faith and true re⸗ 
legion of Chziſte, god beyng with the plea⸗ 
ſed, thou couldeſt neuer haue ben thus deſo⸗ 
late vnto the finall conſummacion and ende 
ok the wozlde, 

CJ dcut not, but it is well knowen fo eue⸗ 
ty Catholike man, that hath the liber all vſe 
of reaſon, that all maner of vnderſtandyng 
and knowlage, wherofp:ocedeth perfecte 02 
peracion,do take their oziginal of that high 
ſapience, which is the operatrice of all thin 
ges. And therkoze Salomon 02 Philo, oz 
who ſo made the boke * apiẽtia, made

¶ Cato, called Uticenſis, named the chiefe 
pilar of the publike weale of the Romains, 
was lo muche inflamed in the deſire of lear⸗ 
nyng, that (as Suetontus wziteth he cond 
not tempꝛe him ſelte in readpng grcke bol es 
whiles the Senate was lytting. 
¶ Howe muche it pꝛotited to the noble Jus 
guſtus, whiche vntcll the deathe of his vncle 
Julius Leſar , diligentip applyed his ſtudie 
in Ithenes, it wel appered after thot the Ci⸗ 
nilc warres were all kiniſſhed: whan he re⸗ 
forming the hole aſtate of the publike weale, 
ſtabhliched the Senate, and taking vnto him 
ten honozabl: perſonages, datiy in his own 
perlon 
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perſon conſulted with theim of ma ttiets. to 
be repoꝛted twiſe in a moneth to the Senat, 
in ſuchc wife aidyng and helpyng foath that 
moſte noble courte with his incomparable 
ſtudy and diligence. 
¶ The emptrour Titus, ſonne to Nalpa⸗ 
ſian , fox His lcarnynge and vertue was uas 
med the delicate of the woꝛlde. 
¶ Marcus Intoninus, the emperour, was 
in cucry kinde of learnyng (o excellent, that 
he was therfoze openip named the philoſos 
pher,not tn repꝛoche / as menne doo nowe a 
dates in deſpite call theim philoſophers and 
poetes, whom thei percetue ſtudious in ſun⸗ 
dzp good dilciplines but to the augmenta⸗ þ 
tion of his honour , Fox beyng of his owne I 
nature aptly inclined to embzace vertne, he . 
addyng to abundance of learnyng, became 4 
thereby a wonderfull and perkecte pzinte, i 
beynge neither of ſtudpe withdzawen krome 
affaires of the publike weale, noꝛ by anp bu⸗ 
lines vtterly plucked from philoſophie, and 
other noble doctrines. By the which mutuaj 
coniunttion and tuſte temperaunce of thoſe 
two ſtud es, he attained to ſuche a fourme 
in all his gouernaunce , that he was named 
and taken foz father of the ſenat,of the peo⸗ 
ple, and vniucrſal'y of all the hole empire.

Tozeouer, where there is a great noums 
Nie of counſatlours, thei ail bepng hearde, 
aedes muff the conn'aite be the moꝛe perfect, 
Foz fomerpme perchancc one of them, which 
in doctrine wyt, oꝛ experience is in leaſt eſti⸗ 
macion, mate hap to ixpꝛeſſe Come ſentence 
moꝛe auailable ta the purpoſe, wherin thei 
tonſulte, than any that befoz:came to the o⸗ 
thers rememhãces. No one man is of ſuche 
perfection, that he can haue in an inſtant re⸗ 
membꝛ aunce of all thing. Which J ſuppoſe 
was con ſidered by Romalus, the kirſt kyan
